WASHINGTON, March 10.—[{LExclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A well-authenticated 
forecast of the President’s message to 
Congress on Tuesday says it will 
show that the time has arrived when 
this country should recognize the in- 
dependence of Cuba. Spain has _ lost 
control of the island. The semblance 
of government no ionger exists. Spain 


| is ‘Uhable to carry on the war in a 


civilized manner. Because of the 
cruelty, inhumanity. and _ starvation, 
the United States should interfere. Be- 
cause of these reasons the. independ- 
ence of Cuba will be recognized by 
the President, Cuba having practi- 
cally achieved her independence. 

The President’s course is the out- 
come of consular reports from Cuba, 
which will be attached to his message. 
The President is confident of the 
unanimous support of the people, be- 
cause of the unanimous action of Con- 
gress in voting the $50,000,000. 


THIRTY THOUSAND ENGINEERS. 


Their Services Can Be Had in the 
Event of War. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPOKT.] 

NEW YORK, March 10.—The Her- 
ald to tomorrow will say: 
“George Uhler, president of the Ma-. 
rine Engineers Benevolent Association 
of the United States, has gone from 
this city to Washington to offer Presi- 
dent McKinley the services of 33,000: 
marine engineers in the event of war. 
Only such engineers as are American 
citizens are members of the benevolent 
association. 

“President Uhler stated that he had 
heard from all the local associations 
except a few at such distant places 
as Portland, Or., and that each local 
association had offered all of its mem- 
bers, unanimously voting to do so.” 


MAKING FOR PEACE, 


The Warlike Preparations Have a 
Marked Soothing Influence. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NBW YORK, March 10.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Tribune’s Washington 
special says: 

‘Popular satisfaction at the prompt 
and overwhelming ratification by Con- 
gress of the President’s programme of 
preparation for possible national emer- 
gencies has been greatly heightened by 
the assurances of sympathy with the 
American policy received within the 
last few days by the administration 
from the governments of all but two 
leading nations of the world. Of all 
countries sounded on the question of 
possible American intervention in Cuba, 
only two, Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary, have declined to commit them- 
selves in advance to an approval of the 
general attitude outlined by the Unitéd 
States. 

“The certainty at once of unified sen- 
timent at home and of widespread 
moral support abroad, should war come 
as the result of further friction be- 
tween Spain and this country, has 
given a buoyanvy and confidence to 
public feeling which have gone far 
already to allay the anxieties and ex- 
citements of the last four days. 

“Congress¢ having shown its capacity 
to meet any probable crisis in a spirit 
of harmony, dignity and patriotic sin- 
gleness of purpose, and the President 
having demonstrated equally eminent 
ability to rise to any sudden nationa] 
emergency, the outlook for a pacific and 
satisfactory settlement of the issues 
which darken friendly intercourse be- 
tween the United States and Spain has 
been perceptibly brightened. 

“Effective preparations for war both

through legislation and diplomacy are 
now felt to make more strongly 
every day for peace, and the opinion 
here at the capital already § reflects 
more decided confidence in the ulti- 
mate adjustment of all difficulties be- 
tween the two nations without actual 
recourse to arms. The administration 
continues, however, to push with all 
possible energy the work of putting 
the military and naval services on an 
effective footing. Negotiations for war 
material, both here and in Europe, are 


being pressed; and plans are reaching 


completion for arming, manuing and 
fitting for immediate use the auxiliary 
fleet of ocean liners.”

Circumspection. 


No Lack of Vessels from Which 
to Make a Choice. 


Plans for Arming and Equipping 
the Merchant Fleet. 


Most ef the Work Falls on the 
Bureau of Construction, Which 
Can Take Good Care of,It—Plenty 
of on Hand, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The 
United States government has _ not 
yet acquired a single additional ship 
for the navy. This is true, not because 
of a lack of offers of warships from 
abroad, but simply for the reason that 
the Navy - Department is proceeding 
with all the circumspection consistent 
with the needs of the case in looking 
after the qualities and prices of the 
craft. There is a strong disposition to 
refrain from being drawn into bad bar- 
gains, and to insist upon:getting good 
vessels at prices not extortionate. 
Secretary Long was in receipt of a 
large number of cablegrams tcday, al- 
most all relating to offers of ships. 
Lieut. Niblack, the United States 
naval attaché at Berlin, St. Petersburg 
and Vienna, is particularly active in 
the quest of vessels. 

There was a good deal of talk during 
the day ab-vut assignment of officers 
to the command of thbh2 auxiliary 
cruisers, the St. Paul and St. Louis 
being especially mentioned, but Secre- 
tary Long set these stories at rest by 
the statement that he had not made 
any such assignments, and had only 
progressed to the point of informing 
himself as to the means of getting the 
ships officered and manned quickly. 

While looking after the new ships 
| th2 officials of the Navy Department 
are not neglecting the old vessels, and 
| arrangements have been made to make 
short repairs on several ships that ir 
ordinary cOursé would not be tréated 
in that fashion, but would receive a 
thorough and time-consuming  over- 
hauling. Thus in the case of the Phil- 
adelphia, which has had five years’ 
hard work and has never been gone 
over, as is the custOm, orders have 
gone to Mare Island to put her in

KEY WEST (Fla.,) March 8.—[Core 
respondence of the Associated Press. 
Wired from Chicago, March 10.] An ate 
mosphere of war has taken a firm grip ' 
on this little sun-kissed island. All 
day long a restless throng veers from 
the main streets to the waterfront to 
see if the big white warships are still 
lying peacefully at anchor in the har- 
bor, When they find that the fleet has 
not been ordered to Cuba or elsewhere, 
these restless beings pass on their way 
and others take their places, 

At night swarthy cigar-makers, tired 
with their incessant rolling through the 
day, throw themselves lazily on logs 
that lie on the piers. They look out at 
the ships and talk among themselves 
in that soft Spanish tongue of the 
times when they hope those black guns 
will belch forth their leaden visita- 
tions upon the enemies of Cuba. Key 
West is essentially Cuban in its sym- 
pathies, and greatly so the population. 
These groups on the docks are merely 
types of other groups that nightly 
gather on street corners, in cafés and 
throughout the straggling city, all 
eagerly debating when war will be de- 
clared. With so many “war corre- 
spondents” and naval officers in town, 
it is often hard for the stray tourist 
or commercial man to find a bed. One 
can hardly walk a bloék without meet- 
ing either a blue jacket, marine or offi- — 
cer. The piazza of the hotel where 
Admiral Sicard makes his headquar- 
ters simply -bristles with . dark-blue 
uniforms and white caps from early, 
morning *{’ late at night. 
‘At La Brisa, the great pleasure re- 
sort of Key West, where dances are 
had twiee a week in a hall that looks 
directly out on the gulf and its keys 
and where, when the music ceases, you 
can hear the waves rippling up against 
the Brisa’s wooden piles, there is al- 
ways.a gallant galaxy from the senior 
arm of the service. Here dark-eyed 
sefioritas and genuine American girls 
trip gayly over the polished floor with 
strapping young cadets or lieutenants 
who.wear the much-coveted «‘‘naval” 
beard. With this influx of naval and 
newspaper element, Cayo Hueso, as 
Key West is called by most of the resi- 
dents, is reaping a harvest of shekelg 
as well as of excitement. 

When the boats from Havana come 
in, about half the population is on hand 
to meet them. A sea of black and white 
faces is upturned to the passengers at. 
the dock rail. 

“What news?” is shouted in Spanish 
and English from a score of throats. 

“All is quiet,’’ is the response which 
has always come up to the time of 
writing. The sea of faces melts away, 
and the people go to their homes mut< 
tering “by the next boat we shall hear 
of the riot.” 

But the riot in Havana has not come, 
and the little colored bootblacks are 
still shining shoes with a peaceful lazi- 
ness that belies the fierce war talk 
with which they regale their customers, 
Since the day when northern soldiers 
built a road and a fort here and then 
waited patiently for the engagement 
which never came, the people of Key 
West have had mo opportunity to real- 
ize how essential their island is to the 
commencement or continued excitement, 
of war. 


SPANISH POLITENESS. 


Montgomery’s Officers Courteously. 
Received. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA, March 10.—[By Key West 
Cable.}] Capt. Converse of the United 
States cruiser Montgomery, in company 
with Consul-Genera!l Lee, called on 
Capt.-Gen. Blanco today and was re- 
ceived cordially and courteously. The 
officers of the Montgomery pay and re- 
ceive the usual courtesies here, visit- 
ing the Spanish admiral and other 
Spanish officers, who return the visits 
of the American officers. 

In a letter to the United States Con- 
sul, Mr. Congosto, the Secretary-Gen- 
eral of Cuba, assured Gen. Lee there will 
be no more delay in the passage of re- 
lief supplies through the customhouse. 
On account of the discovery of jewels 
in such supplies, the authorities held 
up many consignments and some per- 
ishable provisions were spoiled. 

Louis Klopsch, proprietor of the 
Christian Herald of New York and one 
of the three commissioners appointed 
by the President to supervise the collee- 
tion of a fund for,the relief of the 
reconcentrados, who arrived here yes- 
terday, has explained that, so far ag 
he knows, there was no intention to 
smuggle. He believes the jewelry was 
sent from interior parts of the United 
‘States as presents, and the quality and 
quantity discovered seems to prove this 
assumption to be correct. Dr. Congosto 
explains that in future there will be no 
detention beyond the time necessary to 
pass the supplies through the custom. 
house.

CUBANS STOOD FAST, 


AFTER FOUR DAYS’ FIGHTING THE 
SPANIARDS WITHDREW.

Gen. Recios’s Little Band Oatnum- 
bered by Castellanos’s Forces 
Armed With Cannon, Yet it De- 
feated Him With Heavy Loss, 


| [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 10.—The Cuban 
junta has received by messenger the 
official report of Gen. Recio, who com- 
manded the Cuban forces at the battle 
of Najasa, February 21-24. The details 
of the battle show that, while the 
Cubans were outnumbered four to one, 
‘for four days they held their position 
and caused the Spanish troops to re- 
treat, leaving 298 dead men upon the 

field. 
~ On the morning of February 21, while 
more than ten miles from Najasa, the 
vanguard of the Spanish army, com- 
posed of guerrillas, under Lieut. Pe- 
rojo, was attacked at a turn in the 
road The Cuban cavalry, under: Brig. 
Branlio Pena, numbered seventy men, 
The vanguard comprised fifty men, Of 
the fifty men, three escaped and forty- 
seven were killed. The Cubans lost 
fourteen men. .The Spanish cavalry 
under Maj. Copaz was attacked by the 
full Cuban cavalry, 500 strong. The 
loss in this charge by the Cubans was 
slight. The men undér Copaz were de- 
feated without their firing a shot, the 
Cubans charging from the front and 
rear. The men were literally cut to 
pieces. They defended themselves 
with the butts of their carbines. 

The Cubans secured eighty cavalry 
horses, with equipments; 100 carbines 
and ammunition. After the cavalry 
rout they were forced to retreat, as 
the Spanish army, 4000 strong, came 
into action. Retreating for more than 
a mile, the Cubans made a stand be- 
hind rocks and checked the advance of 
Castellanos’s troops until nightfall, In 
the night the Cuban wounded were 
sent to the rear, and earthworks were 
thrown up that would each protect 
half a dozen rebels. The troops were 
moved to higher ground, and every- 
thing possible done to make fortifica- 
tions. 

The battle of the second day opened 
with an attempt by the Spanish to take 
a knob of ground holding twenty meff. 
After several ineffectual attempts, one 
of the Krupp guns was used, and the 
position was abandoned for one higher. 
During the shelling of the small forti- 
fications the Cubans twice caused the 
piece to be withdrawn out of rifle range. 

There was no attempt made to ad- 
vance by the Spaniards on the 22d. 
They kept up a continuous fire, shoot- 
ing whole volleys whenever a Cuban 
showed his head. Twice on the 23d, 
Gen, Castallenos made an attempt to 
advance. On both occasions his troops 
were driven back. On the 24th, the 
fourth day of the fight, he suffered a 
loss of more than 100 killed, and with- 
drew, leaving his dead upon the fteld. 
They retreated to Puerto Principe, and 
announced that they had defeated a 
force of 3000 Cubans. 

The dead were buried by Gen. Re- 
cios's troops. His own loss was seve>- 
ty-eight killed and more than a kun- 
dred wounded. Maj. Copaz, com- 
mander of the Spanish cavalry, was 
court-martialed after the first day's 
fight, for cowardice, : 


SPANIARDS HATE US, 


Talk With Col. Parker Who Has Re. 
turned from Cuba. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

NEW YORK March 10.—A special 
to the Evening World from Key West 
Bays: 

“Among the passengers on the Oli- 
vette from Havana today was Sena- 
tor Proctor of Vermont who has been 
making a study of Cuba and the Cu- 
bans. With him was Col. M. M. Parker 
of Washington. As soon as Senator 
Proctor had registered he sent up his 
card to Admiral Sicard. He was shown 
to the Admiral’s room and was clos- 
eted with him for two hours. The ob- 
ject of the interview presumably, is 
to deliver to the Adrniral some mes- 
Sages from Commander Converse of 
the Montgomery. Col. Parker said to 
an Evening World reporter: 
 “*The Senator's trip to Cuba was 
merely to satisfy himsetf as to the 
real merits of the Cuban question. It 
has no political significance whatever. 
The famine, suffering and awful des- 
titution among the reconcentrados is 
something almost indescribable. The 
Alcalde of Matanzas told me that 55,- 
000 persons had died of starvation in 
that city during the last year, and that 
5600 had died during February of this 
year. 

“*In a ward of the hospital at Ma- 
tanzas there are 100 Cubans, most of 
them sleeping on the floor. We spent 
half hour at the hospital, and during 
that time three of the patients in that 
ward died. Blanco’s order modifying 
Weyler’s reconcentrados edict has not 
gone into effect, but when it. does I 
do not believe that it will help matters 
any. Around every town is a trocha. 
Any citizen who walks outside of it 
is liable to be shot by a Spanish sen- 
try. Blanco’s order permits them 
to go outside the trocha for a few 
hours every day, but does not remove 
the sentries, and so long as they re- 
main Cubans’ are not going to venture 
outside. 

“*We were just about to enter a ho- 


tel one day with our party, in which) 


were several ladies. A group of Span- 
ish officers were standing at the door. 
As we passed, one of them said in 
Spanish: “I should like to have an 
order to kill these people.” Every 
American in Cuba “is watched as 
though he were a criminal. The Span- 


iards hate us, and do not hesitate to. 


Say so. 

“*Everyone in Havana now knows 
that the Maine was blown up. Span- 
iards no longer deny it. They do not 
seem to be very sad over it either. 

“‘*Are we going to have war? Well, 
if we don’t, I shall be surprised.’ 

“Col. Parker said all: the American 
consuls in Cuba are doing their best 
in the distribution, of relief supplies 
except Consul Magar at Cienfuegos, 
who, the coionel said, dented that there 
was much suffering, and who seemed 


to be in sympathy with the Span- 
jards.”’

Clinic is held. The Cuban doctors are 
interested in Red Cross work, and 
forty: patients were treated yesterday. 
Dr. Lesser has refused the demand of 
the Spanish government that he should 
pay $400 for the privilege of practicing 
among the poor, saying that the Red 
Cross physicians are allowed to prac- 
tice all over the world. 

The Spanjards say the autonomists’ 
programme promises nothing ,but sor- 
row and war, while Gen. Gomez himself 
has offered $150,000,000 and a favorable 
commercial treaty with Spain if inde- 
pendence is granted. Moreover, they 
say that the autonomists’ programme 
to disarm the volunteers would mean 
independence if carried out, since the 
insurgents would not be disarmed. 

Henri Laine, the newspaper corre- 
spondent, was nof compelled to leave 
the country because of newspaper work, 
but because of written charges, ac- 
companied by alleged proof furnished 
to the autonomist government by Sefior 
Bruzoh, Governor of Havana Province, 
that he and others were involved in the 
conspiracy responsible for locating 
twenty-five dynamite bombs at various 
points in Havana. Sefior Bruzon de- 
manded the expulsion of all newspaper 
correspondents, on the ground that 
sensational stories sent to the United 
States are liable to create riots in Ha- 
vana. 

The Marquis de Montero and Sefior 
Govin opposed a wholesale deportation. 
They demanded "additional written 
charges, with proofs from Sefior Bru- 
zon. This was four days ago, and 
nothing has been forthcoming. It is 
probable, however, that certain corre- 
spondents will be asked to leave the 
island when the American court of in- 
quiry finishes its work. 


GOOD STORY FROM HAVANA. 


Capt. Eulate Described as Kicking 
a Some of His Countrymen. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, March 10.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Havana says: 
“Capt. Eulate of the Spanish cruiser 
Vizcaya, who was seen in New York 
recently, has just figured in an inci- 
dent here which proves that some, at 
least, of Spain’s best officers will not 
cater to the rabble’s desire about 
Americans in Havana. The Vizcaya lay 
near the Fern before the latter made 
room for the Montgomery, and when 
the vessels swung close together, words 
spoken on the quarterdeck of one could 


| be heard on the other. 


“Boats loaded with enthusiastic 
Spaniards have filled the water about 
the Spanish cruisers since their arrival; 
and many visitors have been allowed 
tv go aboard and have inspected the 
ll-inch guns, which landsmen believe 
the proof of Havana's impregnability. 
The Vizcaya’s captain, Monday, stood 
on the quarterdeck and heard a boat- 
load from the shore ‘use abusive lan- 
guage as they rowed about the Fern. 
Men on the latter vessel, although they 
knew the compliments were intended 
for them, ignored the billingsgate, and 
the shore pariy pulled to the Vizcaya 
and boarded her. 

“Wher they were all on the deck 
near the ladder, the captain of the 
Spanish cruiser, with a word to one or 
two of the tnarines, siepped briskly 
forward io meet the newcomers. They 
smiled and bowed most obsequiously. 
Their salute had the effect of placing 
their bodies in a posture exaetly fitted 
to the captain’s purpose. Out shot a 
neatly-polished foot, and the nearest 
obsequious gentleman was straightened 
by the shock with great- suddenness. 

“At the cry which followed pain, 
surprise and injured pride, found voice. 
The captain, who had been carried 
away momentarily by indignation, then 
stepped back, and the marines, follow- 
ing his example, hustled and_= slyly 
booted the rest of the patriots to one 
side. As they regained .their feet, the 
captain, with some feeling, said that 
they were persons of a. sort. which 
placed the country in a false position, 
and sometimes precipitated the sacri- 
fice of useful lives and money. The 
boat was quickly puiled ashore. 1 

‘Some friction has resulted from ‘the 
arrangements regarding the anchorage 
of the Montgomery. The Spaniards’ 
desire was that when the Fern left 
her buoy, near the Vizcaya and the 
Oquendo, which berth had been at the 
disposal of the United States, the 
cruiser Alfonso XI11I should be placed 
at anchor there, and the Montgomery 
relegated to the Alfonso’s old anchor- 
age, far up the harbor. 

“This was not at ell in accordance 
with the ideas of Capt. Sigsbee, and 
when the Fern left her buoy, he 
watched carefully the movements of 
the Alfonso XIII. This cruiser, having 
no boilers in her, was towed to the an- 
chorage that had been occupied by the 
Fern. Capt. Sigsbee politely expressed 
his opinion to the admiral of the port 
that the government had given that 
berth to the United States, and it was 
therefore naturally expected that. the 
Montgomery would occupy it when she 
arrived to replace the sunken Maine. 

“The Alfonso XIII had been towed to 
the buoy, and a@ representative of the 
admiral explained that the Montgom- 
ery was to go to a more distant an- 
chorege. This would group the Viz- 
caya, Oquendo and Alfonso and a 
gunboat between the Montgomery and 
the harbor’s mouth at Moro Castile, 
which might mean nothing or some- 
thing accordingly circumstances 
might arise. The American captain, 
thereupon, said this met his under- 
standing of the arrangements, but 
that he would report to his superiors 
the manner in which the expected 
cruiser had been disposed. Then. he 
was told that if the arrangements were 
deemed unsuitable, the Montgomery 
would be given the berth vacated by

INTERESTED BRITISHERS. 


Want to Know if Their Country 
Will Help This. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

LONDON March 10.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] In the. House of Commons to- 
day the Hon. Hubert Valentine Dun- 
comb (Conservative) will ask the Par- 
liamentary Secretary of the Foreign Of- 
fice, Mr. Curzon, whether, with the 
view of recognizing the identity of the 
interests of all English-speaking peo- 
ple, Her Majesty's government will con- 
sider the advisability of placing the 
services of the British fleet at the dis- 
posal of the United States in the event 
of complications between the United 
States and any foreign power. 

In addition! Mr. Donald Monroe-Fer- 
guson (Liberal) will question the gov- 
ernment as to whether there is any 
truth In the reports that communica- 
tions on the Cuban question have been 
exchanged between the British Ambas- 
sador ate Washington, Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, and the government of the 
United States. 

REPLY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY MEPORT.] 

LONDON, March 10.—The Parliamen- 
tary Secretary of the Foreign Office, 
Mr. Curzon, replying iv the House of 
Commons today to Monroe-Ferguson, 
said no communications on the Cuban 
question had been exchanged between 
the British Ambassador, Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, and the United States. 

The question of Mr. Duncomb as to 
whether, in view of the recognized 
identity of the interests of all English- 
speaking people, the British govern- 
ment will consider the advisability of 
placing the services of the British fleet 
at the disposal of the United States in 
the event of complications between the 
United States and any foreign power, 
was not put. 

Relative to the withdrawal of his 
question, Mr. Duncombe said: . 

“After consultation with my friends, 
I desire to say that the exact form of 
the question made it inopportune to 
put it. It was framed owing’ to the 
widely-held opinion in the House of 
Commons that it is high time the for- 
eign powers should be told in .unmis- 
takable terms that any blow struck at 
either Great Britain or the United 
States, was equally a blow at the 
other. 

“I was profoundly convinced of this 
today. More members than I supposed’ 
would do so came to me and said they 
indorsed my question. I am convinced 
the government would answer my ques- 
tion affirmatively, and would have 
done so, had it not involved other con- 
siderations. Today’s expressions and 
indorsement we, will eventuate, so soon 
as we can frame the question in exact 
terms. which clearly express the feel- 
ing of the House of Commons, that 
any trouble threatening the United 
States will be shared by Great Britain.” 

Other members of the House, who 
were interviewed on the same subject, 
spoke in a similar strain. 

BRITISH CRUISER TO MANILA.

THE SITUATION BROADENS. 
Spain Trying to Get ‘Support from 
France and Russia. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,] 
MADRID, March 10.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Political and financial circles 
here now realize that Spain is facing 
a grave problem. In view of the atti- 
tude of the United States, it is under- 
stood that the Spanish government has 
changed its policy toward Cuba, and is 
now courting the codperation of the 
Cuban Constitutional party, urging the 
maintenance of volunteers, and the 
pushing of the campaign against the 
insurgents, thus. giving the military 
policy predominance over diplomacy. 
This change is due to the fear that if 
the radical autonomists insisted upon 
the disarmament of the volunteers or 
incited the Constitutionalists to dis- 
affection a conflict would supervene, 
“affording the United States an oppor- 

tunity“foran armed intervention.” 

The presence in Madrid of the Span- 
ish Ambassador to France, Sefor Leon 
Castillo, has started rumors to the ef- 
fect that Sefior Gullon, Spanish Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs, is about to re- 
sign, and that he will be replaced by 
Sefior Castillo. This is denied in offi- 
cial circles, Where it is said the visit 
of Castillo is connected with the gov- 
ernment’s negotiations to obtain the 
support of France and Russia, which 
is favored by al! parties, as there is a 
general feeling that in the event of war 
the racial and commercial interests of 
Great Britain will compel her to de- 
cide with the United States. It is un- 
derstood the effort for an understand- 
ing with France will be on the basis 
that Spain shall receive financial as- 
sistance in order to.avoid national 
bankruptcy. 

BLANCO'S LITTLE JOKE.

Dispatch Boat Dolphin Must Be 
Ready in Two Weeks-—The Chi- 
cago and Atlanta are Being Put 
in Shape—Test of a Rapid-fite 
Gun, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, March 10.—Several 
hundred extra mechanics are now em- 
ployed at the Brooklyn ‘navy yard. 
The dispatch boat Dolphin has a swarm 
of painters and about a hundred me- 
chanics rushing work upon her. It is 
said at the yard that orders are that 
the Dolphin must be ready in two 
weeks. Much work is being done on the 
cruisers Chicago and Atlanta. Work 
on the torpedo boat Stiletto will be 
completed by the end of the week, 
when she will be ready for sea. 

A test was made today of one of a 
consignment of rapid-fire guns just re- 
ceived from the Colt factory at Hart- 
ford. It is known as the 6-millimeter 
rapid-fire automatic Colt, and is cap- 
able of firing 200 shots a minutes with 
a range of 2000 yards. 

The test proved that the bullet 
would pass through a steel plate three- 
eighths of an inch thick, two sides of a 
coil of pipe, twenty inches of wood 
backing and .another steel plate one- 


eighth of an inch-in thickness. These 


guns, of which three have arrived, will 
be used along the rail of vessels 
against torpedo boats, and also in 


the fighting tops.

BRITALN’S NAVAL WORKS. 


GOSCHEN FURNISHES ESTIMATES 
TO THE COMMONERS. 


A Colossal Sam Expended and Yet 
the Navy is in a Transitional 
State and Has Many Deficiencies. 
A Paucity of Officers. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 

LONDON, March 10.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, Hon. George J. Goschen, in 
presenting the naval estimates to the 
Hotse of COmmons today pointed out 
that with the outlay in naval works, 
the expenditure amounted to the col- 
ossal sum of £25,550,000 ($125,750,000) 
which, he explained, was even consid- 
ered inadequate in some quarters. 
Continuing, Mr. Goschen explained 
that the navy was in a transitional 
State, to which many of the admitted 
deficiencies were due. Moreover, he 
added, the government is introducing 
.& series of improvements. The jubilee 
display had been great, but the navy 
had not reached the ideal standard. 

Continuing, he dilated upon the quiet 
and -unostentatious increase cf the 
British fleet in Chinese waters by four 
vessels from other foreign stations, 
as being an instance of the naval pre- 
paredness. Later, Mr. Goschen said 
he hoped the admiralty would not be 


j too hard pressed to communi¢ate its 


plans, but he assured the House that 
in the distribution of cruisers, for in- 
Stance, the admiralty had considered 
carefully the protection of every trade 
and every food supply route,. and he 
trusted that “if times darkened,” the 
admiralty would have the confidence 
of the House, and the admiralty would 
be found doing its duty. 

Touching upon the increase in the 
personnel of the navy, he said there 
was no lack of recruits for the navy. 
In fact, only one in eight boys was’ 
accepted, and the supply of stokers 
was also improving. 

He denied that the navy was under- 
manned, declaring that every vessel 
which took part in the jubilee review 
was as fully manned as it would be 
in wartime. He admitted there was a 
paucity of officers, but he explained 
that would be easily remedied. 

Touching on the building programme. 
he said he would defer furnishing par- 
ticulars regarding the proposed new 
warships in order to keep foreigners 
in the dark concerning their plans, but 
he could say that the battleships and 
cruisers would be adapted to the spe- 
cial circumstances which the past year 
had revealed in various parts of the 
world. 

He concluded: “If peace shall again 
reign in our centers of industry, and 
if the nation that calls herself mistress 
of the sea reasserts herself by an in- 
crease of merchant seamen, then the 
nation may look forward in confidence 
that if there be peace it will be peace 
with honor, but if war, which God 
forbid, it must be war crowned with 
victory.” [Prolonged cheers.]

PAUNCEFOTE TELLS CANADA THAT 
IT SETTLED. 


The British Ambassador Has Ar- 
‘ranged a Convention With This 
Country—The Kanucks are 
Pleased, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 11.—A dispatch 
to the Press from Ottawa, Ont., says: 

“Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
Ambassador, has informed the Cana- 
dian ministry officially that he has ar- 
ranged a convention with the United 
States, whereby the Alaskan boundary 
dispute has been settled. Under the 
terms of the convention, the British 
government has conceded the claim of 
the United States that the three ma- 
rine leagues should be measured from 
the shore of the mainland, and should 
proceed along the shores of the in- 
lets, which are thus recognized as arms 
of the oceans and not‘of rivers. . 

“The contention of the British and 

of the. Canadian governments was that 
the three-league limit should begin on 
the ocean side of the island and that 
the delimiting line should be run 
across the inlets and not--follow the 
shores. These inlets are numerous 
and extend into the mainland a great 
distance, and the decision, therefore, 
is of much importance to the United 
States. 
_.“The United States has agreed to 
the British retaining the boundary 
on the limit of the Chilcoot Pass and 
the White Pass, because in the Rus- 
sian-British agreement of 1825, the 
line of demarkation was fixed as one 
running along the tops of the moun- 
tains. . 

“The decision, while not entirely un- 
expected by the Cabinet, is regarded 
with disfavor. It was understood that 
the British government was irritated at 
the forwardness of the Canadian Min- 
istry, but it was not thought that the 
surrender would be so sweeping as 


it is.” 
MINERS’ LICENSES.

Mercantile Company.

LONDON, March 10.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The flotation of the joint stock 
company, which is to take over~the 
business here of Sir Thomas Johnstone’ 
Tipton, provision, tea and coffee mer- 
chant, fruit-preserver, etc., closed at 4 
o'clock today. Tenders were made to 
the amount of over £25,000,000 for the 
£2,500,000 asked, of which sum, Tipton, 
for himself, the directors and his 
friends, retained £1,250,000. | 

The flotation is pronounced to be the 
most sensational ever launched. There 
was an extraordinary rush of people 
who knew nothing about the affairs of 
the company. The “tip” had been gen- 
erally circulated, however,.that it was 
a good “gamble,” and the craze ex- 
tended to the West End, where ladies 
of title, officers and public men were 
among the people who besieged Sir 
Thomas Tipton, imploring him to take 
their money. Extraordinary’ scenes 
were witnessed at the Bank of Scot- 
land, where the lists were opened. The 
police had to regulate the crowds.

“ARTIFICIAL DAYLIGHT. 


A NEW YORK INVENTOR RIVALS 
DAME NATURE, 


He Has Been Monkeying With the 
Firefly and Has Succeeded Bet- 
ter Than Edison or Tesla—Value 
of His Discovery. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK. March 10.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] ‘ John H. Haines of this 
city has just succeeded in producing 
an artificial light, somewhat after the 
manner of Dame Nature. The impor. 
tance of his invention, aside from’ 
illumination, is in its application te 
wireless telegraphy, and the operation 
of torpedoes in warfare. Indeed, it 
may prove to be of big value in the 
threatened war with Spain, for, ac- 
cording to Haines, it is possible te 
send a torpedo from the harbor of 
New York twenty miles to sea, direct- 
ing its movements, from shore, and 
have it explode under an enemy’s ves- 
sel. 

Like many other scientific men in 
various parts of the world, Haines 
has for years past been trying’ to 
solve the secret of the firefly, the pro- 
duction of light without heat. 
everybody knows, thousands and 
thousands of horse-power are being 
wasted in the production of light. Al- 
though thousands of years have passed 
since mankind discovered and appre- 
ciated the Value of artificial light, it 
is within the last decade and even 
less that he has sought to imitate 
nature and produce the cold and uni- 
form glow of daylight. 

Haines obtains his new light by 
means of vacuum tubes. He exhausts 
the air in the tubes and sets the re- 
maining “radiant matter’ into a high 
state of oscillation by electric dis- 
charges running into millions of volts. 
In other words, wave lengths of ether 
are produced, corresponding to those 
of a sunbeam, so that artificial] day- 
light is the result. The ordinary street 
current is used with a frequency of 
7200 oscillations per minute. 

Haines’s apparatus is very simple, 
consisting of an ordinary commercial 
transformer and a condenser. The 
most important part of the machinery 
is the discharge occurring between two 
pairs of brass spheres, which he calls 
a double “spark gap.” This device 
is adjusted automatically, and is for 
the purpose of keeping the two gaps 
in resonance. His apparatus does not 
occupy more space than a small trunk, 
and can be stowed away anywhere. 

Instead of incandescent lamps, long 
glass tubes are used, and the efficiency 
of the latter is thirty times as great 
as the former. Electrical experts here 
say that Haines is ahead of Edison 
and Tesla in his new invention. By 
the Haines system, every building is 
its own power-house and becomes a 
sort of generating station. A simple 
current from the street is all that is 
necessary to superinduce induction in 


‘the secondary coil of the condenser 


and transformer, and then artificial 
daylight is ready for use. 

The correspondent was present today 
at Haines’s seance to some friends. 
The laboratory had several long glass 
tubes on the walls. The 
producer stood on the floor and looks 
like three small satchels. 
incandescent lamps were cut out, and 
all was darkness. Suddenly the room 
was flooded with a soft light, richer 
than moonlight, but delightful and 
pleasant to the eyes. Photographs were 
taken, papers read; in short, it seemed 
as if all night and shadow were chased 
away. 

Haines claims that he can improve 
his apparatus 100 per cent. and yet 
furnish cheaper and better illumina- 
tion than anything “people now have. 
He is getting ready for a big display 
at the coming electrical exhibition 
here in May. Instead of exposed in- 
candescent lamps, he will have clever- 
ly-concealed glass tubes that will shed 
a soft light, making things look as if 
one lived at the North Pole during the 
half year of daylight. A big company, 
with a capital of $10,000,000, so it is 
stated, will put the new light on the 
market. | 

Haines is a comparatively young in- 
ventor, and -has already patented a 
number of things, among which may 
be mentioned an alternating ‘nclosed 
arc lamp. He has been experiment- 
ing with vacuum tubes for the last 
six years, and at last his labors have 
been crowned with success. Scientific 
men in England, Germany, France, 
Russia, Italy and far-away Japan have 
endeavored with astonishing persist- 
ence to produce cold light which would 
not be the outcome of elaborate and 
expensive processes, but it remained 
for an American to manufacture arti- 
ficial daylight and thus beat the sa- 
vants of the old world. 

The application of the “alternate 
path” to directing a torpedo is yet to 
be developed, but the principle in- 
volved in wireless telegraphy shows 
that Haines may work a big revolution 
in transmitting signs and signals, and 
even operating boats. The beauty of 
the invention is that it is simple. 
this connection it is interesting to note 
that both Tesla and Edison are at 
work on the secret of the firefly, and it 
is rumored that they, too, will shortly 
give the world something to talk about.

PROMISING IMMIGRANTS. 


Over Three Hundred Bound for 
Points West of Chiceco.

NEW YORK, March 10.—The North 
German Lloyd steamship Wilhelm der 
Grosse, from Bremen, brought 605 
steerage passengers, said by the offi- 
cials at the Immigration Bureau to be 
by far the most desirable company of 
third-class passengers that has arrived 
here in the recent past. The average 
age of the entire number is 25 years. 
Those under 15 years of age numbered 
121. The total amount of money 
brought over was $21,469. The average 
amount of money possessed by each 
person was $52.

vessels ready as auxiliary cruisers. 


|} About 95 per cent. of this work would 


fall to the lot of the Bureau of Con- 
struction, which would have charge of 
magazines, gun mounts, light pro- 
tective armor for the guns and maga- 
zones, and the circles on which the 
guns swing. This work, it is said, 


could be accomplished readily within | 


two weeks’ time, as all materials ex- 
cept the guns are in hand. The Bu- 
reau of Ordnance could not supply all 
the guns required within that short 
time, although some seventy or more 
are now available. The supply would 
be ‘adequate, however, for the most 
effective auxiliary cruisers, and the 
complete armament of the merchant 
ships could proceed as rapidly as pos- 
sible thereafter. 

On the question of manning the aux- 
iliary fleet, the Navy Department feels 
that the most effeetive step would be 
to enlist into the United States naval 
service the present merchant crews of 
the several ships. These crews are 
thoroughly familiar with the vessels, 
and could handle them with far greater 
effect than green crews of blue-jack- 
ets. The ships would be officered from 
the line of the regular navy. In the 
case of enlisting. a merchant crew the 
pay and.allowances would be about 
equivalent tothe rates paid ordinary 
sailors &nd the time of enlistment 
wolud doubtless be limited to short 
periods. 

The proposed batteries of the aux- 
iliary cruisers consist in the case of 
the steamships St. Louis and St. Paul, 
of eight 6-inch guns, four 6-pound- 
ers and four machine guns; the Paris 
and New York, twelve 6-inch, six 6- 
pounders and six machine guns. It 
is designed to give vessels of the Cara- 
cas and Seneca type a main battery of 
eight 4-inch guns and from six to 
eight rapid-fire machine guns. Those 
of the Vigilancia class are designed 
to have a main battery of six 5-inch 
and four 4-inch guns; four 1-pounder 
and three machine guns. The batter- 
ies of the auxillary cruisers on the 
Pacific Coast, if those should be called 
in use, are substantially similar, 6- 
inch guns being the largest ones de- 
signed for use in that service. | 

The Navy Department finds itself in 
comparatively good condition as to the 
supply of automobile tg@pedoes, which 
constitute one of the most deadly en- 
gines of naval destruction. The White- 
head torpedo is now. in general use, 


although a few of the Powell class 
are still on hand. Fifty of the White- 
head torpedoes were secured a short 
time ago and with them there is a 
total of about three hundred and fifty 
on hand. This gives not only a full 
outfit for vessels now in commission, 
but also the necessary reserve supply. 


WAR CLOUDS LOWER. 


CENTRAL AMERICA IS IN AN UN- 


SETTLED CONDITION. 
Work of the Nicaragua Canal Com- 


missioners is Hampered Because 
of It—One of the Party Arrested 


as a Leader—Panama Visited. re 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 11.—A_ special 
to the Herald from Panama says: 

“Advices from the Herald’s corre- 
spondents at various points in Central 
Americd state that war clouds are still 
hovering over those countries. 

“ The correspondent at La Libertad, 
Salvador, says: “The controversy be- 
tween Costa Rica and Nicaragua is 
very serious, and it is reported that 
troops have already gone to the field. 
It is thought that Honduras will aid 
Nicaragua in a war against Costa 
Rica, and it is reported that Honduras 
has already sent 5000 armed men to 
Nicaragua to combine with the latter 
country’s forces. 

‘Salvador, meanwhile, is exerting all 
efforts to avert war, but the govern- 
ment is resolved not to take any part 
where Nicaragua is concerned. A well- 
known diplomatic adviser says that in 
case of intervention of Honduras, Sal- 
vador will neutralize her action. The 
only interpretation of this is that, 
should Honduras help Nicaragua, Sal- 
vador will support Costa Rica in the 
struggle. 

‘“*‘Guatemala’s envoy has left Man- 
agua for Costa Rica, carrying import- 
ant documents, which will decide 
whether the Central American coun- 
tries will plunge into war or not. It is 
the belief that there will be war, in 
which three or more Central American 
countries will be involved.’ ” 


THE CANAL COMMISSIONERS. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN CARLOS (Nicaragua,) Feb. 15.— 
[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press. Wired from Chicago March 10.] 
The Nicaragua Canal Commissioners 
passed through +here yesterday on their 
return to Greytown from their tour 
of inspection on the western side of the 
lake. 

The commissioners were greatly 
pleased with the result of the hydro- 
graphic survey of the eastern end of 
Lake Nicaragua, whic has just been 
completed by Lieut. Hanus, U.S.N., and 
his party of naval officers and enlisted 
men of the navy. In addition to the 
soundings, Mr. Hanus went extensively 
into the boring business, thereby sav- 
ing the commission a very considerable 
expense. All the results of this work 
are favorable to the canal. No dredg- 
ing will be necessary at any point more 
distant from the entrance of the San 
Juan River than eleven miles, and the 
bottom specimens obtained by his 
borings show the dredging within this 
limit to be very easy. 

The: work on the San Juan River has 
already commenced, and at the erd 
of this week the hydrographic party 
will move down the river to a new 
camp, which is even now in process of 
construction.

Little Business—Bill in 
Miles’s Interest. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT: ] 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Senator 
Chandler of New Hampshire of the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee to- 
day introduced a joint resolution pro- 
viding for the temporary admission, 
free of duty, or naval supplies: procured 


~abroad. Following is the text of the 


resolution: 

“That such guns, ammunition and 
other. naval supplies as may be pur- 
chased abroad by this government for 
the national defense prior to January, 
1,-1899, shall be admitted at any port of 
the United States free of duty.”’ 

The resolution was introduced at the 
request of the Secretary of the Navy, 
who, in a letter to Senator Hale, says: 
“Under existing law, a varying but con- 
siderable ad valorem duty on articles 
falling within the category of naval 
supplies is imposed. The effect of the 
resolution, if adopted, would be:to re- 
mit all duties upon guns, ammunition 
and other naval supplies, which it may 
be found necessary to purchase 
abroad. The temporary remission of 
duty on these supplies is deemed !m- 
portant, inasmuch as without some 
special enactment of this nature such

Congress for the purpose as may be ex- 
pendedabroad would be very materially 
reduced by the deduction therefrom of 
duty, amounting in some cases to 
nearly one-half of the purchase price.” 

Mr. Allison of Iowa called Mr. Chan- 
dler’s attention to the fact that resolu- 
tions and bjlls of the character of the 
one presented ordinarily originate in 
the House. Mr. Chandler admitted that 
this was true, but said that he had in- 
troduced it with the idea of having it 
referred to the Finance Committee. He 
was willing, he said, to trust to the 
wisdom of that committee to make 
proper disposition of the resolution. At 
this suggestion the resolution was re- 
ferred to the Committed on Finance. 

THE NAVAL BILL.

SENATE AND HOUSE, 


Free Entry of Ceded Lands is Re- 
fused—Treaties Fail. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—No busi- 
ness of real importance was trans- 
acted by the Senate in open session to- 
day. The session lasted only an hour, 
the time being largely consumed in dis- 
posing of routine morning business. A 
few bills of minor importance were 
passed. 

After a debate in the Heuse which 
lasted more than five hours, the Senate 
amendment to the Indian Appropriation 
Bill, providing for the free entry: of 
ceded Indian lands, was today non-con- 
curred in by a vote of 99 to 136. The 
friends of the free-home clause made a 
gallant struggle, but, they met the op- 
position of some of the prominent lead- 
ers on the Republican side, Messrs. 
Dingley, Grosvenor, Dalzell and Payne, 
and they were further weakened bythe 
fact that many of the friends of e 
proposition were alienated by the be- 
lief that, as drawn, the amendment 
would work injury to the agricultural 
colleges of the country. 

The Senate amendment for the rati- 
fication of the Seminole treaty was 
alao non-concurred in, after the sub- 
stitute preposition offered by the con- 
ferees to ratify the Kiowa, Comanche 
and Apache treaty had fallen under a 
point of order. The action of the 
House today sends the bill back to 
conference with non-concurrence on 
all the Senate amendments. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—SEN- 
ATE.—The Rev. Edward Everett Hale 
of Boston delivered the invocation at 
the opening of the Senate today, and 
was accorded the unusual honor of 
an informel reception on the floor of 
the Senate.

Consideration of the bills on the 
generad, calendar was then begun, the 
first being a measure authorizing the 
President to take such steps as he 
might deem necessary to obtain an 
indemnity from the Spanish govern- 
ment for injuries done to the two 
Americans, August Bolter and Gus- 
tave Richelieu, by unlawful arrest and 
imprisonment. The reading of the 
bill created a stir in the chamber. It 
was reported during the extraordinary 
session by Mr. Lodge from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations. Mr. 
Davis, chairman of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, objected, and it 
went over, 

After the Senate had passed only 
one bill of minor importance, it went 
into executive session at 1 o’clock; on 
motion. of Mr. Davis. At 3:05 p.m. 
the Senate adjourned until Monday. 

HOUSE.—Rev. J. Manton Smith of 
Spurgeon’s Tabernacle, London, Eng., 
delivered the invocation in the House 
today.

THE BAY. 


Commenced at Midnight and Lasted 
About Seven Hours Drising 
Everything Before It. 


BAY FILLED WITH WRECKAGE. 


HEAVY DAMAGE DONE ALONG THE 
WATER FRONT. 


Gale Felt in the Northern Valleys. 
May Hart the Crops—Rain at 
Fresno Saves the 
Wheat. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.—Not 
since 1874, when a severe norther did 
thousands. of dollars’ damage to ship- 
ping in port and to the city’s docks, has 
a worse gale swept. over the bay than 
that which sprung up at midnight last 
night. The wind blew steadily from 
the north until 3 o'clock this morning, 
causing ships in the stream to drag 
their anchors, and those at the piers to 
wear their sides against the moving 
piles, carrying away rails, and, not only 
damaging themselves, but the State's 
water-front property. 

The coasting steamer Eureka lies on 


the bottom of the harbor between 
Broadway docks Nos. 1 and 2. Her 
main deck is awash, and it will cost 


several thousand dollars to raise her. 
Hundreds of people crowded about the 
Broadway bulkhead this afternoon and 
gazed at the stranded ship within a 
stone’s throw. of the Market-street 
gates. The gale subsided by 7 o'clock 
this morning into a brisk wind, but left 
a high sea running. 

The bay was filled with wreckage of 
docks, scow schooners, derricks and 
rafts. The wharves were shaken to 
their foundations. Mooring piles were 
torn loose, and iron mooring bits had 
about as much effect in holding ships 
at North End wharves as would ten- 
penny nails.

Shrubbery and shade 
trees were torn down, and_ telephone 
and telegraph wines are badly tangled. 
The street-car lines suffered some be- 
cause of trees falling on them. It is 
pronounced the highest wind for fif- 
teen years. The weather is clear and 
bright. 

At noon the wind had subsided very 
much, though there is stil] plenty. It 
is not believed fruit and fruit trees 
have suffered, as the ground is so dry 
they will not blow up by the roots, and 
the limbs are too tough. The greatest 
damage is the drying effect on the 
young and growing grain and hay crop. 
This will suffer seriously if the wind 
continues many hours. 

WHEAT CROP ALL RIGHT.

cause of Spain, and said: 

“Ags Irishmen Irish-Americans. 
our cordial sympathy goes out to all 
people struggling for freedom. As 
Irish Catholics we cannot too severely 
condemn the words of that misguided 
priest in New York who said it was 
the duty of Catholics to support Spain 
in a conflict with this country. “We 
stand for America against every other 
country on earth, and the prompt dis- 
claimer of the great Archbishop of 
New York for responsibility for his 
priest’s utterance, meets a hearty re- 
sponse from the Catholics of the 
West.” 

These sentiments were greeted with 
enthusiastic and hearty applause from 
the audience. Other speakers ex- 
pressed similar sentiments. There is 
no doubt that they were genuine. 
The bonds of patriotism ure stronger 
than those of religious organization. 
Irish-Americans are among the most 
loyal citizens of the republic, and 
to question their loyalty is an injus- 
tice and an insult.

RAILROADERS’ COMBINE. 


New Organization Which Includes 
All the Old Bodies. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, March 10.—An organiza- 
tion to be known as the Federation of 
American Railway Employés was per- 
fected today. It aims to bring all or-., 
ganized railway employés into one cen- 


tral body. 

The movement has been pending and 
forming for the past two years. It 
culminated today in the meeting of F. 
P. Sargent, grand master of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen; 
P. H. Morrissey, grand master of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen; W. 
V. Powell, grand chief of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers, and E. I. Clark,. 
grand chief conductor of the Order of 
Railway Conductors. They elected the 
following officers: Chairman, E._. I. 
Clark; vice-chairman, P. H. Morrissey; 
Secretary W. V. Powell. 

The four organizations represented 
at the meeting ere the only ones at 
present who will have any part in the 
federation. The object of the federa- 
tion is, when differences between an 
employé of one of the organizations 
and an employing railroad cannot. be 
settled by the local body, the latter 
shall call to-its assistance the federa- 
tion, which shall use all its influence to 
settle the differences or to order a 
strike if it shall be deemed necessary. 


YOUNG BELGIAN PRINCE. 


Will Be Entertained by President 
McKinley at Washington, 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Prince 
Albert, the Belgian Prince, whose ar- 
rival in Washington had been the sub- 
ject of so much interest ever since the 
announcement was made that he was 
to be entertained by the President, will 
reach here today from New York.

| A WELCOME RAIN. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 

Universal Sense of Relief That the 
Long Period of Dry Weather 
Has Been Broken—The Crops are 
Safe. ~ 


elcome rainfall which began 
Wednesday evening and continued with 
brief interruptions until yesterday 
afternoon brought general rejoicing 
throughout Southern California. The 
long period of dry weather had aroused 
grave apprehensions that the rainfall 
would come too late to prevent the 
threatened injury to crops. These fears 
have been dispelled. 

While the rain that has fallen was not 
so heavy as might have been desired, 
it was general throughout this part of 
the State and will be sufficient to in- 
sure the safety of the crops. The great 
money value of the rain can. scarcely be 
overestimated, and all lines of business 
will share in the resultant benefits. 

The total precipitation for the season 
is still below the average, but more rain 
may reasonably be expected. The fears 
of a “dry year” are now groundless. 


The 


IN THE INTERIOR. 


Irrigation Water Supply and Con- 
dition of the Crops. 
POMONA, March 10.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.] The rainfall of the past 
twenty-four hours has averaged prob- 
ably about a half-inch over Southern 
California. To those who think of this 
as only a factor of a dozen inches or 
so, which should fall in a year, the 
significance of so small an amount of 
rain may not be apparent. The fact of 
the case is, however, that, except for 
storage purposes, a half inch of rain at 
this season has more effect on sum- 
mer crops than two or three inches in 


early winter, most of which goes to 
waste. 


But beyond the benefit done to the | 


crops is the immense benefit to men in 
all lines of trade. The real condition 
of the country, from the point of view 
of crop prospects, was bad enough 
until last night, but the scare which 
was growing up was beginning to par- 
alyze all lines of activity, and was out 
of all proportion to the true conditions 
of agricultural and horticultural inter- 
ests. The length of the composite face 
of humanity has shrunk six inches in 
the past twenty-four hours, and the 
smile of confidence has taken the place 
of the look of gloom. 

A careful investigation of the condi- 
tions of crops and irrigation water 
supply in general over a large part of 
Southern California. warrants the be- 
lief that, while economy in the use of 
water will be necessary, there is no 
reason whatever to believe that, even 
with no additional rain. a shortage of 
production, considering all products of 
the soil, equal to 5 per cent. of values 
will result from ‘the short supply of 
water of this year. 

It is true that the great storage res- 
ervoirs of San Diego and San Bernar- 
dino counties have a shorter supply of 
water than ever before at this season 
of the year. It is probable, in fact, that 
they contain little more than a _ half- 
year’s supply of irrigation water, as 
usually served. This is the worst con- 
dition anywhere in Southern Califor- 


‘nia; but there is no reason to believe 


that this condition wHTtause a particle 
of loss to horticulturists, if they adopt 


Systematic economy in the use of wa- 


ter. The fact is that fruit-growers un- 
der these reservoirs have come to be- 
lieve that there is no limit to their 
water supply, and they waste more 
water than they use profitably. There 
are a few growers who use but a 
fourth of the water they are entitled 


to, and grow as good fruit as the best. 


Fruit-growers who have been accus- 
tomed to irrigate street gutters and 
arroyos more thoroughly than their 
trees may feel inconvenienced when 
forced to economy, but the lesson will 
be good in the end. 

About the Ist of March wmeasure- 
ments of many streams indicated the 
startling fact that there was not only 
less flow of water than ever before 
at the same season, but that the flow 
was actually less than last Septem- 
ber. This surely was alarming. But 
the gentle rain of the past twenty- 
four hours has percolated into the 
soil most thoroughly, and that condi- 
tion is at an end. For growers who 
rely upon wate drawn from streams 
as it is used in the summer, the late 
rain is of immense advantage over the 
early rain, which has time to flow to 
the ocean before irrigation begins. 

Akin to the shrinking of the streams 
has been the gradual diminishing of 
the supply of water from wells, reach- 
ing subterranean sources. But the 
seme conditions that improve the sur- 
face streams will improve those. b2- 
low the surface. 

If the facts stated were the only 
factors of the irrigation question, as 
it exists, the outlook would hereto- 
fore have been decidedly gloomy, and 
would be only less so now. But the 
fact is that but two years ago many 
fruit sections had the truth forced 
upon them that their water supply 
was deficient, and with most com- 
mendable zeal they one and all went 
to work to develop sufficient water, 
not only to meet present require- 
ments, but sufficient for such an 


emergency as that which has come,- 


and that line of development is stil] 
most manifest after two years of un- 
precedented activity. The result is 
that Southern California was in bet- 
ter condition to withstand a drought 
than ever before, and now that for- 
tédding specter is, to a great extent, 
dissipated. 

Thus far only that portion of 
Southern California which is under ir- 
rigation has been discussed. It is 
not to be forgotten that there are 
great industries which are aot so re- 
lieved from anxiety. 

Pasturage has been under a cloud. 
The fact is, that the conditions have 
not been so gloomy as they might have 
been, nor so good as was desirable. 
Feed has been short, but not ex- 
hausted. It was fear of the future, 
rather than present, reality, which 
caused consternation among — stock 
men. The cause for that suspense 
is now entirely removed. 

Hay has been climbing steadily in 
value for months, and now is almost 
sure to take a great tumble, for the 


abunfant late pasturage and the fact. 


that some grain will only be suitable 
for hay will be sure to foree prices 
downward, as rapidly as they ad- 
vanced. 

Wheat and barley are about the 
only crops in which any shrinkage 
from normal conditions need be ex- 
pected, and it is not easy to determine 
just what shrinkage there may be in 
these crops, as they have grown 
‘finely until the past few days. There 
are cases in which the grain has be- 
gun to head out preinaturely, and in 
such cases it will probably be neces- 
sary to cut the crop for hay. But 
those cases are rare, and in general, a 
new and rapid growth will come. The 
acreage is somewhat light. as some 
timid farmers were afraid to sow th 
seed. 

In sugar-beet sections there has 
been fear for the crops among the 
fermers. and they have in many cases 
been averse to planting. The factory 
managers, on the other hand, have 
“een urging heavy planting, the sea- 
son for which is now at hand. The 
rain which has’ come is just what 
avas wanted, end puts the soil in per-

fect condition. Heavy and rapid plant- 
ing can be expected to begin. at 
once. 

Deciduous-fruit trees, which, in 
many cases, are grown without irri- 
gation, have been under suspicion, as 
it was feared the lack of moisture in 
the soil would prevent the maturing 
of the crop. The trees are now in 
full bloom, or have just shed their 
bloom, a full month earlier. than 
usual, and there is no longer. cause 
for apprehension. 

Thus surveying the whole condition 
of agricultural, and horticultural in- 
terests, it is evident that in certain 
localities a prevention of waste of wa- 
ter will be necessary, but that there 
is nothing in crop conditions or irri- 
gation facilities to prevent Southern 
California producing this year the 
greatest crop ever known. There is 
no sense in a “dry year” scare, which 
can only paralyze” every line of in- 
dustry.

The Populist Administration of the 
State of Kansas Attacks the Maxe 
‘imum Freight-rate Decision | of 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) March 10.—The 
Populist administration of the State of 
Kansas gave out a startling public ad- 
dress today, one bristling with severe 
criticism of the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
Nebraska maximum freight-rate case, 
The address is particularly significant 
in that Gov. Leedy has already taken 
steps preliminary to the calling of the 
State Legislature in special session, 
with the especial purpose of enacting a 
maximum freight-rate law. While the 
address is given out over the signature 
of Gov. Leedy, it had been first ap- 
proved by Chief Justice Foster of the 
State Supreme Court and other promi- 
nent Populists. Gov. Leedy said: 

“This is an unclean victory in every 
aspect of the case, showing thet, no 
matter how carefully the robes of jus- 
tice are folded about the personnel_of 
the Supreme Court the robes can no 
longer conceal the cloven hoof of offi- 
cial malfeasance and usurpation.” 

The Governor then declared that the 
Constitution of Nebraska gives. the 
Legislature power to establish maxi- 
mum charges for transportation, and 
declares that the Supreme Court has 
tried to abrogate jit. He challenges Jus- 
tice Harlan’s declaration that a cor- 
poration is a person under the four- 
teenth amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution, and says: “I deny it, and 
so will everybody but a corporation 
lawyer or a subservient fudicial tool of 
corporate interests,.”’ 

Gov. Leedy then quotes the four- 
teenth amendment, and says: ‘How, 
in the name of God, can this apply to 
corporations? Corporations are not 
born; they are created—made by law. 
They cannot be naturalized; they can 
take no oath of allegiance, only human 
beings born elsewhere can do that.” 

Continuing, the Governor quotes 
Hare on American constitutional law 
and a decision by Justice Woods of the 
United States Circuit Court, afterward 
a Supreme Court Justice, to prove that 
the fourteenth amendment does not 
refer to corporations, and declares that 
the Woods decision had been followed 
in California, Rhode Island and other 
States from 1870 to 1882, ‘‘when Justice 
Field and another Federal justice of 
the peace named Sawyer decided the 
other way, and since then whenever a 
corporation starts out to commit high- 
way robbery, pick a man’s pocket, or 
loot a public treasury, it disguises it- 
self as a ‘person’ and goes out on its 
mission of plunder. Nobody but a slave 
or a Knave will yield assent to the hid- 
eous distortion of meaning which Judge 
Harlan gives to the word ‘person,’ as 
used in the fourteenth amendment, and 
upon which he bottoms his, infamous 
decision, and which shows to what 
depths of iniquity the Supreme Court 
of the Uinted States has descended. | 

‘“T desire,”” the Governor says, “to 
quote some of the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States be- 
fore it went into partnership with Mor- 
gan, Gould, Vanderbilt & Co., in oppo. 
sition to the opinion they hold in the 
Nebraska case.” 

Long decisions by Justice John Mar. 
shall in 1830 are quoted. In conclusion, 
Gov. Leedy states that his maximum. 
rate bill will be presented to the Kan. 
sas Legislature in such shape that to 
decide against it the court must reverse 
its decision in the Nebraska case, and 
he states that “if the court still pur. 
sues the corrupt and rotten practice 
that it has heretofore ,by changing jtg 
decisions to suit the shifting inter. 
ests of the railroad corporations,” the 
remedy will be with the people in their 
dealings with the courts or in build. 
ing railroads of their own. ,

A NEW. CHARTER. 


MUCH TALK BUT WORK WAS CON- 
TINUED OVER. 


Each Organization Represented 
Last Night is to Offer a Name for 
the Board of Frecholders at the 
Next Meeting. 


About seventy delegates were pres- 
ent at the meeting held in the South- 
ern Celifornia Music Hall last eve- 
ning that was called to take the nec- 


essary steps toward selecting a board 


of freeholders to prepare a new city 
charter. 

C. C. Wright called the meeting to 
order, and having briefly stated the 
object of the meeting the roll of dele- 
gates was called when it was found 
that the following ten organizations 
were represented: League for Better 
City Government, Chamber of Com- 
merce, Board of rade, Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, Repub- 
lican, Democratic and Populist parties, 
Jeffersonion Society, Silver Republi- 
cans and Council of Labor. | 

The first business taken up was the 
election of a, chairman, the names of 
W. C. Patterson and H. W. Frank be- 
ing put in nomination. Upon the roll 
being called Patterson was declared 
elected with 32 votes to 30 cast for 
Frank. 

The names of Petchner, 
Fisher and Stewart were placed in 
nomination for secretary, but the va- 


rious nominees withdrew excepting W. 


C. Petchner, who was declared elected. 

A letter was read from the School 
Teachers’ Alliance, wherein 
asked that the delegates from the or- 
ganization be given seats in the meet- 
ing. The delegation was permitted to 
Select five of their number to repre-

sent them and the following were given . 


seats as properly accredited delegates: 
J. B. Millard, M. C. Bettinger, W. H. 
Housh, Superintendent of Schools Fo- 
and Deputy Superintendent En- 
nis 

These preliminary matters having 
been nicely adusted, thje flow of words 
began.* In every assemblage of a po- 
litical or semi-political character, 
there are always a few good old 
stand-bys who have both the ability 
and the inclination to cut loose and 
talk just for the sake of talking. The 
meeting last evening was no exception 
to the rule. There were two or three 
champions present, and if they didn’t 
fully unlimber their tongues it was not 
any excess of modesty on their part 
that saved the meeting the infliction. 

Hutchison, from the Eighth Ward, 
first got the floor and moved that e 
Socialist party be allowed to send del- 
egates. No one opposed, nor when a 
still, small voice was lifted up in he- 
half of the Prohibition party did any- 
one dissent. Gen. Forman moved that 
each of these parties be allowed five 
delegates and the motion carried. 

No one noticed it at the time, but 
the addition of these two delegations 
just made up the hoodoo number—thir- 
teen, 

M. W: Conkling moved that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed by the 
chair to prepare resolutions setting 
forth the necessities of the case, and 
calling upon the City Council to call.an 
election for a board of freeholders. The 
motion carried ,and Chairman Patter- 
son appointed on the committee J. F. 
Humphreys, W. J. Hunsaker, F. A. Gib- 
son, C. C. Wright and H. W. O’Melveny. 

Maj. Lee said it was a pleasant and 
significant thing that all parties were 
represented and had mei on the com- 
mon ground of citizenship and were all 
agreed on the necessity of having a new 
charter: The weight and force of the 
body present, he said, represented all 
shades of political feeling and every 
branch of business, and taken alto- 
gether was the most representative 
body he had ever seen gathered in the 
city. He thought it a great pity that 
the moral and practical force of the 
meeting should be dissipated by a 
simple resolution to the Council. He 
moved that a member from each or- 
ganization represented meet and se- 
lect fifteen names to be submitted at 
the freeholders election, which the 
Council is asked to call. : . 

Conkling offered as a substitute mo- 
tion that the committee suggested by 
Maj. Lee report. the mames for the 
Board of Freeholders a week hence. 

A labor representative said he was 
in a state of mental obscurity. He had 
understood that the meeting was called 
not only to nominate freeholders, but 
to draw up a charter. He was unde- 
ceived as to the meeting having such 
a big contract on hand, and discussion 
on the motion of Maj. Lee was re- 
sumed. 

Mr. Fisk offered as an amendment 
to the motion that, instead of a dele- 
gate from each organization nominat- 
ing the freeholders, the matter be 
referred back to each organization, and 


a week hence each delegation would re-. 


turn with the nominee of its particular 
organization. Gen. Forman said the 
law specifically required that the Board 
of Freeholders be made up as nearly as 
possible from the several political par- 
ties, and in this city there are not 
more than, at most, four parties. 
Nevertheless, Maj. Lee accepted the 


amendment, and Conkling withdrawing | 


his substitute, the mctiom was carried. 

At this point the committee appointed 
by the chair reported the following 
resolution: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of this 
meeting that steps should be taken as 
early @s practicable for the purpose of 
formulating and submitting to the 
electors of this city a charter better 
adapted to our needs than the present 
one. 

“Resolved, that the chairman of this 
meeting be authorized to appoint a 
committee of five who shall prepare an 
address to the City Council reciting the 
adoption of the foregoing resolution by 
this meeting, setting forth the defects 
in the present charter and the ad- 
vantages to be gained by its early 
amendment and requesting the Council 
to call an election for a Board of Free- 
holders to frame a new charter.”’ 

Upon being put to the vote it was 
earried. Acting in accordance with the 
terms of the resolution, the chairman 
appointed as a committee to prepare 
the address referred to the committee 
that had formulated the resolution. 

The meeting then adjourned to meet 
next Thursday evening.

A GUARDIAN NEEDED. 


CUSTODIAN TO BE APPOINTED FOR 
GRIFFITH PARK. 


Park Commissioners Defer Action, 
bat Will Probably Make the Ap- 
pointment—Funds in Excellent 
Condition—Echo Park Boating 
Privileges. 


Matters incident to. Griffith Park oc- 
cupied much of yesterday’s session of 
the Park Commissioners. The request 
of the donor of the park that a 
mounted patrolman be appointed to 
prevent the depredations of sports- 
men and timber thieves, was discussed 
at some length. Various suggestions 
were made, and the names of Ben 
Baton, George W. Lockwood and Pin- 


“dar F. Wood were mentioned for the 


position. No action was taken, -how- 
ever, as all the commissioners were 
not present. 

Ernest G. Panse presented a peti- 
tion asking for permission to erect 
“chutes” at Westlake 
Commissioners did not look with favor 
upon the petition, and it was filed. 

Superintendent Garey reported that 
a& considerable amount of cord-wood 
had been sold from Elysian Park, the 
receipts aggregating about $430. The 
superintendent also reported that 
Herman Speh, the holder’of the Echo 
Park Lake boating privileges, had ar- 
ranged with W. C. Henry to care for 
the boats and attend tire wants of the 
patrons. Speh has failed to attend 
to the business, and the Vark Super- 
intendent notified Speh that he must 
keep some one in attendanve at the 
boathouse, and care for his boats, or 
remove them from the lake. W. C., 
Henry is the man selected to assume 
charge of the lake boating privilege. 

Several donations of plants were re- 
ported to the board and resolutions 
of thanks to the donors were adopted. 

The Commissioners instructed Super- 
intendent Garey to inform the Zanja 
Committee of the City Council that 
the Commission had agreed to pur- 
chase 1100 feet of pressure pipe at 33 
cents per foot for piping water into 
Hollenbeck Park, provided the  )bhal- 
ance of the pipe necessary is furnished 
by the Zanja Department. 

The monthly report ,of Secretary 
Mendenhall showed that the funds of 
the department are in good condition. 
The total.appropriation made by the 
Council for the current fiscal year was 
$53,377.96, from which probably about 
$1000 must be deducted on account of 
failure to collect taxes in full. The 
department has expended $31.646.31 in 
the eight months of the year that have 
already elapsed. The average monthly 
expenditure has therefore been tess 
than $4000. The unexpected balance 
of the appropriation, making allowance 
for shrinkage as mentioned, is $20,- 
This balance would permit a 
monthly expenditure of over $5000 dur- 
ing the four months remaining.

THE HEAVY THUNDER. 


ENGINEER T. D. SCHUYLER GIVES 
EXPERT TESTIMONY. 


He Explains Why the Underflow Can 
not Be Tapped Without: Affect- 
ing the River’s Surface. Flow. 
Some Technical Deductions. 


What may be defined as the pre- 
paratory or foundation testimony in 
the city’s water suit against the Crys- 
tal Springs Water Company et al., 
has all been put in, and yesterday the 
expert testimony began. Not that ex- 
pert testimony has not previously been 
offered, for almost all of the testimony 
given has been of an expert character. 
but heretofore witnesses have been 
testifying to measurements and facts 
and figures upon which the city’s case 
rests. All these tabulations of meas- 
urements, ete., now being in it is for 
the engineers to give testimony, and 
from the facts deduce other facts 
which will convey to the mind of the 


court a clean-cut presentment of the 


contentions raised by the city. 
Yesterday J. D. Schuyler was upon 
the witness-stand almo:* the entire 
day. He is by age and experience well 
qualified to pose as dean of the corps 
of engineers appearing for the city. 
He has been connected with some of 
the most extensive engineering works. 
in the Southwest, and is a shining 
light in consultation. Engineer Koe- 
big is next on the list, and his forte 
may be said to be on half-way ground 
between Mr. Schuyler and Mr. Lip- 
pincott, who testified on Wednesday, 
and who has made a specialty of cer- 
tain phases of hydraulic engineering. 
Fred Eaton does hight = skirmishing 
duty, and besides being eminently 
practical, has a long and. intimate 
knowledge of the Los Angeles River. 
City Engineer Dockweiler is playing 
general utility, and has already been 
recalled more than once, and will be 
again upon the witness-stand later jin 


the case. These are the main expert 


Witnesses for the plaintiff, and the 
examination of Engineer Schuyler yes- 
terday was both prolonged an ap- 
parently exhaustive. 

He testified to having had experience 
in river work in various places, and 
that he had designed and constructed 
the great Sweetwater dam in San 
Diego county. When acting as con-- 
sulting engineer to the Anaheim Irri- 
gation District, he had to devise a sys- 
tem of improvements by which an ad- 
ditional flow of water could be ob- 
tained. In 1879 witness first investi- 
gated the Los Angeles River, and also 
in the year following. He then re- 
ported that the river was made up by 
accretions extending the entire length 
from the Tejunga wash down to the 
city. He then also noted the increase 
in flow when following the river down, 
and also that the underflow supplied 
the surface flow all the way. 

During the contest of the city against 
Pomeroy & Hooker, the witness co- 
operated with the City Engineer, in 
order to determine the level of the 
Water plane on both sides of the 
river, and had at that time examined 
the number of wells that had been sunk 
by the defendants. There were in all 
between 100 and 200 of these wells. At 
that time examination was made of the 
Water plane, note taken of the under- 
flow in its relation to the surface flow 
of the river, and at witness’s sug- 
gestion, .a@ contour map Was made. 
From the lower end of the Pomeroy & 


Hooker tract to the upper end of the 


Crystal Springs tract is 
miles, in a straight line. 

Mr. Schuyler went on to show how 
the river channel had originally been 
formed, and how the river practically 
builds up its own bed. The tendency 
of watcr flowing underground is to 
follow the line of least resistance, and 
in the case of the lands adjacent to 
the Los Angeles River, he held it 
would be in the line of the channels 
that had been formed, and where the 
material Was coarse and open. The 
Cahuenga hills and the sandstone for- 
mation at their base, formed a barrier 
on that side to the water plane, which 
slopes down to the river from both 
sides, save when disturbed artificially. 
This sloping tendency was explained 
by witness by reason of the water 
seeking an outlet to the river. If no 
surface flow took place then Mr. 
Schuyler contended that the water 
plane would be practically level aéross 
the cross-section of the river. It be- 
ing the drainage of the saturation 
plane that causes the surface flow in 
the river, to divert any water from the 
saturation plane is tantamount _§ to 
drawing it from the surface flow: and 
to withdraw from the saturation. plane 
an amount of water equivalent to the 
surface flow would result in the dis- 
appearance of the surface flow of the 
river altogether. 

Mr. Schuyler proceeded to again ad- 
vert to the marked decrease in the 
river between bridges 2 and 1B, and 
said that his observations had led him 
to believe that the increase ought to 
be continuous, Whereas che rapid di- 


about two 


minution at the one point was very 
marked and exceptional. Nothing in 


the topographical outline of the adja- 
cent tract or in the river channel it- 
self gave any indication why this 
should be so. On the other hand the 
channel was standing higher than the 
river about that point. Witness stated 
that this sudden diminution he ac- 
counted for by the presence of the fil- 
tration pipes, because there was no 
impervious layer between them 
and the river, and also because 
at that exact place the saturation plane 
was drawn and distorted from its nor- 


mal in approaching the river. In order 


that a surface stream be formed, al] 
the voids in the’materia] of which the 
channel is composed have first to be 
filled before the water can possibly 
rise to the surface. The east filtra- 
tion pipe. having been cleaned of the 
roots which clogged it, an increase in 
flow of sixty-nine miner’s inches was 
noted, and witness gave it as his opin- 


ion that the increase was drawn from 
the saturated plane in connection with 
the river, and its effect would be to 
diminish the surface flow of the river. 
If the filtration pipes took no water 
from ‘the saturation plane, the latter 
would rise to its normal level, as shown 
when removed from their vicinity, and 
there would be an increase in the sur- 
face flow of the river equal to the 
amount drained off by the pipes. Mr. 
Schuyler thought that such an increase 
in the flow would be noted first about 
H00 feet below bridge No. 1, because 
the river there crosses from side to 
side of its channel, and the saturation 
jlane on both sides inclines to the 
river. The water coming down would 
thus be interrupted and brought to the 
surface. 

(‘ontinuing, the witness proceeded to 
t-ll about the experiments made dur- 
ing the Pomeroy and Hooker case with 
the material of the saturation plane as 
to voids. He then found that about 35 
per cent. of the material consisted of 
voids which the water would fill, the 
excess coming to the surface. Given 
the quantity of water to fill the mate- 


rial of the channei and the saturation 
plane, With a flowing surface streara, 
an underground outlet would draw 


upon the saturation plane and the sur- 
face stream. There would be no prac- 
tical difference between the two. 

The loss in flow between bridges 
Nos. 2 and 1B was given in miner’s 
inches, and the amount of water flow- 
ing in the filtration pipes before their 
being cleaned at 45514 miner’s inches, 
The amount flowing in the pipes apart 
from that drawn from the surface flow 
of the river was given by witness at 
24142 miner’s inches, and all this rep- 
resents the water drawn into the filtra- 
tion beds below bridge No. 2, in addi- 
tion to the difference drawn between 
bridges Nos. 2 and 1B. If the condi- 
tions between these bridges: were «un- 
disturbed there would be an increase 
in flow of about 7 inches in every 100 
feet. That, Mr. Schuyler remarked, is 
the increase he would expect between 
bridge No. 2 and the cut-off at the 
Chavez ditch. 

Upon cross-examination Mr. Schuy- 
ler said the watershed of the-Los An- 
geles River above the Pomeroy and 
Hooker tract, was about 490 miles, and 
to add to that would be about forty- 
five miles of the Verdugo watershed, 
and perhaps a slightly increased area 
over that to cover the points now in 
dispute. The narrowest part of the 
valley is about two miles across, and 


the river first appears above the sur- 
face a little ahove-the Tenthea wash. 
Being questioned regarding the Glas- 


sell tributary, witness conceded that 
the further away from any aartificial 
division, the less acute would be the 
potency of any underground pipe or 
tunnel. He also conceded that in the 
river stretch of about 13,000 feet there 
was a gradual and slight diminution 
in the increase of the surface flow 
of the river. 

Mr. Chapman put the hypothetical 
question. to the witness whether if, 
10,000 inches of water were flowing 
down along the water plane, and 3000 
inches were drawn off, would not the 
remaining inches still mvure than 
suffice to sustain the usual surface 
flow of the river. In epitomized form 
that was the question, but it was put 
in elaborated language, and turned 
and twisted about with the end that 
the witness concede the proposition. 
But Mr. Schuyler would not concede 
the point contending that with the 
withdrawal of 3000 inches the pressure 
of the water along the plane of satu- 
ration being reduced, the surface of 
the river would fall. 

In answer to the interrogations of 
Mr. Dunn on redirect, the witness. 
gave it as his opinion that the mere 
fact. of a succession of dry or wet 
years would not and did not affect the 
diversion from the river by the filtra- 
tion pipes. With regard to the Glas- 
sel; tributary he said that the water 
plane at that point was in the nature 
practically, of a ridge, and very sim-: 
ilar to the sand blow-out. The ‘sur- 
face flow, from the contour marked on 
the map as 409, then drains both ways 
from the water plane. } 
Being examined upon the proposi- 
tion advanced by Mr. Chapman re- 
garding the possibility of withdrawing 
from the under flow and still main- 
taining the surface flow, Mr. Schuy- 
ler stated that the capacity of the un- 
dertlow depends on the voids (capacity 
of the material to hold water,) and 
the grade of the hydraulic plane. If 
the underflow is tapped then the very 
force that is sending the water to the 
surface is diminished. If sand were 
thrown in upon the surface flow the 
latter would disappear just when the 
capacity of the voids in the sand twas 
as great as the surface fidw of’ the 
river. 

It was 4:30 o’clock when Mr. 
Schuyler was retired from the stand 
and Engineer Fred Eaton was put 
forward just to testify about the old 
Beaudry water system. He testified 
that the open water pipe had ended 
in a sewer on Alameda street, and that 
ultimately pumping had to he stopped 
for fear of pumping sewerage. 

A. Q. Camphell, who handled. the sec- 
ond meter in taking measurements 
with Engineer Lippincott along the 
river, Went upon the stand, but all of 
his testimony was stipulated In, inas- 
much as his evidence would have 
merely been a duplicate of the engin- 
eer'’s. 


A PIONEER NEAR DEATH’S DOOR. 


Frank House’s Condition at High- 
land is Critical. 

Word was received from Highland 
yesterday that Frank House, who 
was formerly employed in the Court- 
rouse and is well-known here, is 
hardly expected to live longer than 
a few days. He suffered an apoplectic 
stroke yesterday morning, after which 
he relapsed into a state of uncon- 
sciousness. This is the third stroke 
of the kind that he has had recently, 

Mr. House was a pioneer in Los 
Angeles and has many friends here. 
Of late years he has resided at Po- 
mona, where he has accumulated large 
property interests. About two months 
ago he went to the Highland Asylum 
as a private patient,. where he = has 
been attended by his own nurse.

Earl Haver Arrested for Stealing 
$40 from Mrs. Thomas, 

Earl Haver, 17 years old, was ar- 
raigned before Justice Young in the 
Township Court yesterday on a 
charge of petty larceny. His trial 
was set for the 18th inst. 

Mrs. H. C. Thomas, who lives at 
No. 918 Blaine street, is the complain- 
ing witness against Haver.

He states that in 1896 Harri- 
son was acting as agent for 
the sale of the Rose group of 
gold mines im the Morango dis- 
trict.

If the sale went 
through his commission would amount 
to something over $100,000. * 

At that, time he made known his 
needs to Hogan and borrowed $200, with 
the understanding that if the sale was 
effected Hogan was to get 2 per cent. 
of the entire commission on the sale, 
which in any case was not to amount 
to less than $1500. _ 

The plaintiff now alleges on information 
and belief, that: the sale was actually 
effected and that the defendant has 
received his commission thereon, al- 
though he has refused to turn over 
any money to the plaintiff, according 
to their agreement, except $50. The 
plaintiff therefore prays that the court 
will decree him judgment against Har- 
rison in the full amount of $2000. 


ITS CAPITAL IS SMALL, 


But the San Gabriel Traction Com- 
‘pany’s Assurance is Colossal. 


Walter Maxwell et al. filed articles 
of incorporation yesterday with the 
County Clerk under the name of the 
San Gabriel Traction Company. This 
action was taken following upom the 
granting by the County Supervisors of 
the application to advertise for bids 
for a franchise for an electric road to 
Pasadena. 

An interesting state of affairs is de- 
veloped by the document filed yester- 
day. J. M. Thompson, who has been 
said all along to represent an indefinite 
amount of mysterious Chicago capital, 
is lost sight of altogether. His name 
does mot appear either among. the list 
of directors or stockholders of the com- 
pany. 

The capital stock of the company is 
placed at $1,000,000, with $22,000 actually 
subscribed. Only $2200 has been paid 
over to the treasurer, S. P. Anderson of 
Chicago, presumably a “‘capitalist.”’ To 
some people this might appear a small 
amount of money to start such a gi- 
gantic enterprise as. the San Gabriel 
Traction Company proposes to carry 
out, but whatever the directors lack in 
capital the public may be certain they 
make up in assurance. 

The object of the company, as stated 
in the articles of incorporation, is to 
build an electric line to Pasadena, 
Sierra Madre, Monrovia and Duarte, 
which will make an estimated length of 
the road of twenty-two miles. 

James S. Graham of Chicago, also 
presumably a “capitalist,’”” seems to 
have stepped into J. M. Thompson’s 
shoes as trustee for Chicago money. 
According to the instrument filed he 
holds in trust $20,000 of the $22,000 put 
down as actually subscribed. The bal-

THE NEW TOWN OF OXNARD, IN 
VENTURA COUNTY, 


Discussion as to the Safety of Fire- 
proof Buildings—The New Stim- 


son Building on Spring Street, 
Building Notes. 


Dullness was thé prevailing feature 
of the local real estate market during 
the early part of the week. Since the 
rain, however, dealers look more chevr- 
ful. 

The town is full of eastern people, but 
‘they have been more than usually slow 
in making investments. It is not sur- 


prising that these people, many of 


whom know little or nothing about local 
conditions, should have been frirht- 


ened by the gloomy prophesies they. 


have heard in many quariers from wld- 
time Californians in regard to che sup- 
posed effects of a dry season. To hear 
some of these old-timers talk, who 
‘ought to know better, a stranger might 
easily suppose that, in case of a de- 
ficient rainfall, Southern California 
would be ruined, and property offered 
for next to nothing. Such talk us this 


is not only injuridus, but entirely in-— 
correct. In the seasom of 1893-94 the. 


total rainfall amounted to less than 
6% inches, yet there was no panic dere, 
and property continued to sell at very 
good prices. As The Times has en- 
deavored to impress upon those who are 
not well acquainted with local comndi- 
tions, the time has gone by when a 
short rainfall means general ruin in 
Southern California. The orange crop 
aloné this season will bring in over 
$3,000,000, rain or no rain. Meantime, 
the moisture that has already fallen 
this week would be cheap at a million 
dollars to Southern California, and w:!l 
undoubtedly stimulate the real estate 
business. 
DAMP LANDS. 


One effect of the comparative dryncss. 


of the season up to the present tire 
has been to create an imcreased de- 
mand for damp lands, suitable for al- 
falfa and root crops. With hay at $18 a 
ton, a good patch of alfalfa compares 
very favorably as an income proposi- 
‘tion with an orange orchard, while the 
cost is very much less. With the cuon- 
stantly-increasing area of land devoted 
to fruit growing in this section, there 
will be a steady dimunition of the out- 
put of hay, and land that will produce 
a good crop of alfalfa is likely to have 
constantly increasing value. 

REAL ESTATE IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


While the real estate market in Los. 
Angeles has been comparatively duil- 


during the past few weeks, it is un- 
doubtedly in a better condition than 
that of San Francisco, where a writer 


in the Examiner says: : 


“Unimproved lots are almost a drug 
on the market, and there are thousands 
of such lots in the city and county to- 
day which cannot be sold for 60 per 
cent. of what they cost five or six years 
ago. It is the payment of interest on 
unproductive property of this class 
which cripples the _realty owner to- 
day, and nothing short of a very 
marked revival of business in every di- 
rection will relieve his condition or re- 
store his holdings to anything ap- 
preaching their first cost; while interest 
on the original investment is not to be 
dreamed of fora moment. Such a situa- 
tion ought to invite the buyer, but the 
chamces are he will prefer to wait until 
prices go up.” | 


SUNSET BOULEVARD. 


A meeting was held on Monday last 
by the Northwestern Improvement As- 
sociation. A delegation was present 
from the Tejunga Improvement Asso- 
ciation, to confer as to the best meth- 
ods of furthering the project of build- 
ing a boulevard from Douglas street 
to the city limits, thence through the 
Cahuenga Valley and eventually to 
Santa Monica. A committee was ap- 


pointed to make an estimate of the. 


cost, to consider the most feasible route 
and other matters comnected with the 
project. The committee will be ready 
meeting to be held at 

e same hall next Mond e 
7:30 o'clock. wed 

The Santa Monica people are in- 
‘clined to do their share toward carry- 
ing out this important improvement. 
The Santa Monica Signal says: 

“This boulevard scheme is one of 
much interest to the peopie of this 
piace, as well as to the city o7 Lus An- 
seles and country intervening between 
the two cities. The people of Santa 
Monica should give the matter due and 
fitting attention, and be ready to co- 
operate with the promoters of so 
worthy an enterprise. The truth is, 
we, here on the seashore, are a jittle 
more interested in it than any other 
locality.” 

In connection with this boulevard, 
it would be a good thifig if the City 
Council would take steps to open up a 
-branch boulevard to Griffith Park. 
While it may not be considered feasible 
to make expensive improvements in 
the park just now, there should at 
least be provided, a convenient ap- 
proach, so that citizens may become 
acquainted with the “lay of the !and,” 
and be able to vote intelligently wiien 
the question of improvement shall 
come up. Such a boulevard would 
vastly increase the value of »roperty 
through which it runs, and should cos+ 
the city very little to build. 

TOWN OF OXNARD. 

A blue-print map of the new town 
at the Oxnard beet-sugar factory, 
near Hueneme, in Ventura country, 
has been received. It was understood 
that this town was to be called Colo- 
nia, but it is marked on the map “Ox- 
nard.” It lies close to the _ factory 
grounds and Southern Pacific Railroad. 
In the center of the townsie is a 
plaza, 250x300 feet im size. This is 
surounded by a double row of lots, with 
alleys between, 125x110 and 140 feet. 
Outside of these are lots 50x140 feet, 
and these again are surrounded by 
subdivisions 140x400 feet. 

It is expected that this town will, in 
course of time, become quite an im- 
portant business center. 

BOGUS OFFERS. 

Those who have real estate for sale 
are often too much in the habit of 
quoting high prices said to have been 
once offered for a property. On this 
subject a writer in the San Francisco 
Journal of Investment says: 

“He measures the value of hfs land 
only by the price he once foolishly re- 
fused, forgetting that values are only 
comparative, and that, as far as the 
purchasing power of money in real es- 
tate is concerned, he can do just as 


much with $20,000 in real estate today 
as he could have done with $25,000 to 
$27,000 five to seven years ago. If he 
can get a fair price today for his prop- 
erty he can choose other investments 
at low figures. It is difficult to induce 
sellers to agree to part 4~vith their prop- 
erty at present values, and for less 
than they were once offered. The whole 
case hinges, however, on the question 
whether the offers a few years ago 
were bona fide or not. If an owner 1s 
asked by some curbstone broker with 
his office in his hat, if. he will take a 
certain high price for his land, the 
owner pretends to believe that such in- 
quiry was a bona fide cash offer, and 
subsequently asserts that it was. Great 
harm is done by -irresponsible, pre- 


tended agents talking of high prices’ 


and making offers, although they have 
no buyers. They create false impres- 
sions in owners’ ‘minds which have, in 
many cases, worked against the lat- 
ters’ best interests.” 
NEW STIMSON BLOCK. 

Work is actively progressing on the 
demolition of the one-story Stimson 
building, on the northwest corner of 


Spring and Third streets, to make room | 
for the new’ five-story block, to be 


erected there. by the Stimson estate. 
The building will be finished in pressed 


brick and terra cotta. Nearly all the. 


ground floor has already been leased. 
It is stated that the corner will be oc- 
cupied by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. The building will be first-class 
in every respect, and will be an orna- 
ment to the city. 
FIRE-PROOF BUILDINGS. 

The approaching completion of the 

excellent fire-proof building of Homer 


Laughlin, on Broadway, has drawn at-. 


tention to the subject of fire-proof 
buildings in general. A London publi- 
cation, Chambers’s Journal, referring. ta 
the effects on buildings of the recent 
great fire in London, says: 

“The recent great fire in London, 
which laid so many houses low, has 
done good service in calling attention 
to the utterly false security promised 
by so-called ‘fire-proof’ buildings. The 
buildings are so far fire-proof that the 
materials used in their construction— 
iron and concrete—will not take fire. 
But what happens when such a struc- 
ture is stored with highly-inflammable 
goods should such goods become ig- 
nited? The building acts like a fire- 
place, its numerous. staircases, lift- 
shafts and windows acting as flues, un- 
til its interior is one mass of glowing 
heat. Then the heat acts upon the iron 
girders, causing them to lengthen by 
several inches and to exert an outward 
thrust upon the walls, which speedily 
brings them down. Good, strong, old- 
fashioner oaken beams afe far safer, 
for they take a long time to burn 
through, and they do not elongate by 
the action of heat. It is obvious that 
there is room for great improvement 
in our methods of building construc- 
tion in view of risk from fire.” 

This is doubtless true, in regard to 
large, densely-populated cities, where 


‘an exceedingly hot fire may be gene- 


rated, but it would not hold in regard 
to a city like Los Angeles, where it is 
difficult for a big conflagration to gain 
headway. 

In regard to the durability of fron 
and steel structures, some interesting 


information has been obtained through | 


the tearing down of the postoffice in 
Chicago, erected twenty-one years ago. 
The Chicago building had granite walls, 
interior columns of cast iron, floor 
beams and girders of wrought iron, 
and floors on arches of corrugated iron, 
leveled with concrete. The lathing was 
of corrugated sheet iron, and the roof 
of iron covered with slate. The condi- 
tion of the beams and columns was 
perfect, there being less rust on them 
than would collect during a short ex- 
posure in a builder’s yard, which,. of 
course, would not be enough to affect 
their strength. The iron floor arches 


were found to be of poor quality, but 


to be entirely uninjured by. rust, 
BUILDING.

MINES AND MINING. 


REPORTED RICH STRIKE IN THE 
PERRIS SECTION, 


Shall We Have Smelters “to Burn’’? 
Mistakes in Mining Management, 
Concerning the “Transmutation 
of Metals”—Klondike Fake. 


“It never rains but it pours.” For 
ten years Los Angeles has been look- 
ing and praying for a smelter. Now, 
all at once, three smelter propositions 
are before the public, one for East Los 
Angeles, another for San Pedro, and 
yet another to be built out on the 
desert. Whether all, or any, of these 
projects will materialize, cannot be 
definitely stated at present. The peo- 
ple of Los Angeles have become some- 
what suspicious in regard to projected 
smelters and proposed tourist hotels. 
Meantime, the Barstow’ reduction 
works are in course of construction, 
and Wade's two-stamp sample mill 
in this city is completed. So much, at 
least, has been accdéfi¥plished. 

THE PERRIS SECTION. 


According to a Perris dispatch to the 
Riverside Press, a remarkable strike of 
rich ore has been made in the Good 
Hope the leading mine of that section. 
The dispatch says: 

“They have been sinking the shaft 
from the 550-foot level to the 600-foot 
level. and when drifting on the latter 
found an ore body about six feet v. ide, 
solid ore, that shows a milling vaiue 
of $1000 to $2000 per ton. Where the 
mine was worth thousands before, it 
is now worth millions, es every exrert 
has stated that any ore found at such 
great depth will be permanent.” 

This is probably exaggerated, but 
taking half the width of the vein, and 
only 10 per cent. of the tewest gecld 
value of the ore, would give a three- 
foot ledge of hundred-dollar rock, 
which would be good enough. 

The Times.has frequently called at- 
tention to the merits of ethe FPrrvis 
mining. section, which lies close to 
railroads, while wagons can be driven 
up to most of the mines. Were it not 
for mistakes in Management, there is 
no doubt that several of the mines in 
that section would now be turning out 
bullion. It is probable that steps will 
soon be taken to resume work Jin the

‘Apropos of mistakes in management, 


which are responsible for so nhitny 
mining failures, it is° announced that 
the machinery of the Alice talus, in 
the Perris section, has been svld, and 


will be shipped to Mexico: After ex- 


perimenting, it was found tnat this 
machinery is unsuited to the reduc- 
tion of the refractory ore of the Alice, 
which must be treated by the cyanide 
process. The great western inining 
region of the United States is ducted 
over .with costly mills. and 
plants, which have either been crerte 
before a mine was developed, or were 
unsuited to the particular variety of 
ore that was to be treated. Yet these 
mistakes might have been avoided by 
a little common sense, and the ex- 
penditure of a few thousand dcllars 
in testing ore. 
STRIKE ON THE DESERT. 

Frank Dunham reports the discovery 
of a ledge of gold-bearing quartz on 
the Mojave desert, sbout five miles 
north of Bagdad. The wore, he seys, 
is free milling, running from $25 to $28 
a. ton, and carrying copper gnd iron. 
It is owned by Frank Dunhain and R. 
G. Barnum. 


Of late much has been said of a 


method claimed to have been discov- 
ered by E. C. Bryce of Chicago for 
the transmutation of antimony, sul- 
phur and iron into gold. In reference 
to this, E. E. Aubury, a metallurgist 
of this city, says he regards the matter 
as ridiculous. It reminds him, he says, 
of the time when Paraff of oleomar- 
garine fame, ‘‘worked” a number of 
gullible San Franciscans. Paraff 
claimed that he had discovered a large 
ledge of ore of fabulous richness near 
South San Francisco, containing what 
he claimed was ‘green gold.” Sam- 
ples of the ‘‘ore’’ were submitted to 
many San Francisco asgsayers, who 
failed to find the values claimed. In 
fact, they reported ‘‘no gold contained.” 
Paraff easily explained why they did 
not obtain gold, by saying that salt 
was used in the assays, which had a 
tendency to give negative results. It 
was only in his hands that the ore 
could be made to yield gold. He se- 
lected his subjects, men ,of means, 
Whose knowledge of chemistry’ was 
limited. His method of procedure was 
to assemble his dupes in his ‘‘laborato- 
ries,’ roll up his sleeves, so as to 
avoid any suspicion, allow any of his 
audience to pulverize the rock, and 
when the ‘ore’ had been properly 
ground it would receive his mysterious 
acid bath, which he claimed was nec- 
essary to change the condition of the 
“green” gold, so that it could receive 
proper treatment afterward in his fur- 
nace. Invariably Paraff would obtain 
a button of gold from \the same ‘rock 
in which tthe assayers could not get a 
trace. His dupes were careful to watch 
closely his every movement, but failed 
to detect him in the ‘ore’ 
or crucible. One day a stranger wan- 
dered into the laboratory, and by 
some means managed to secure a sam- 
ple of the mysterious acid, which,-upon 


later analysis, proved to be the secret. 


of his success. Parraff had made a. 
strong gold solution of aqua regia, and 
was introducing the liquid gold into the 
“ore” before their very eyes. 

It was said at the time that he had 
cleaned up at- least $55,000 from the 
crowd. The climate of San Francisco 
did not agree with him, and he found 
it advisable to change his residence ,to 
Peru. 

Mr. Bryce is very generous with his 
secret, and publishes it to the world, 
feeling safe in the knowledge of having 
secured a patent, not so much on the 
ingredients used, but for the furnace 
with which he makes the “transmuta- 
tion.”” The furnace, in all probability, 
answers the same purpose with Bryce 
that the mysterious acid did with 
Paraff. 


‘BARSTOW REDUCTION WORKS. 


The most important event that has 
happened for the Randsburg. district 
since the arrival of the railroad is the 
construction of @e smelter at Barstow, 
which is now under way. This mill, 
which will have a capacity of fifty 
stamps with all the modern, improve- 
ments in the way of gold-saving at- 
tachments and a cyanide plant, will, 
it 19 stated, be able to handle ores of as 
low grade as $7 per ton: This’ will at 
once give a commercial value to thou- 
sands of tons of ore running less than 
$12 per ton which are now available 
in the Randsburg district. 


KLONDIKE FAKES. 
Recent reports of hardships in the 


| Klondike country have caused some 


intending gold-seekers to hesitate be- 
fore making the trip, but enough in- 
experienced men are still rushing up 
there to insure a big crop of misery 
during the coming winter. All sorts of 
queer inventions in the way of ma- 
chines, mining appliances, dredging 
vutfits, boats, household utensils, 
clothing, mechanical combinations, 
etc., especially adapted for use in 
Alaska, are being patented or put upon 
the market. The mining editor of the 
Examiner says: 

‘‘New things of this character have 
a charm or attraction for a certain 
class of people, so it probably pays 
to get them up. In nearly all cases, 
however, the people who devise and 
sell these articles have never been to 
Alaska and know nothing practically 
about what is needed. Some are rather 
queer. One man in Los Angeles has 
a special engine and pumping plant 
so arranged that its water cannot 
freeze, and which will saw wood from 


a tree, hoist sand from the river bot- 


tom and has connected a device which 
wi'l aftord relief from tie terros of ihe 
mosquitoes. A. combination steam cn- 
gine and mosquito net is really quite 
new. “There aré several dozen plans or 
devices extant for thawing out frozen 
ground by -electricity,. gasoline, steam 
or hot air, etc. It possibly does not oc- 
cur to these inventors that the men in 


and around these northern mines are 


really miners—men_ with practical 
knowledge of the existing conditions— 


and that they have tried such of these 
things as seemed practical. They 
know something about their business, 
these men. The wood for fires is right 
there, cheap and plentiful. Systems 
repuiring special appliances and spe- 
cial fuel are not desirable. It is the 
same way with many other things. 
People are getting up devices to take 
the places of things which are cheaper, 
simpler and better, all through igno- 
rance of requirements, They zct up 
expensive, heavy beats which will 
carry nothing. The boats of the coun- 
try are light, cheap and of service for 
freight and passengers both. They 
plan and make clothing and foot and 
headgear which are more than useless 
and not to be compared in comfort witn 
the material furnished in the country. 
In fact, there are fakes of all kinds 
in connection with this Klondike craze 


and lucky is the ‘“cheecthallser’’—or 


tenderfoot—who escapes them all.”

Justice Owens re- 
marked, however, that it would be more 
to Stein’s credit to share his meager 
earnings with his. wife and children 
than to be paying out money to hire 
lawyers to defend him against such 
charges. 


This is not the (first time Stein has

been arrested on complaint of his wife. 
He is a wheelwright, and looks like a 

strong, healthy man, who ought to be 
able to provide for a family. He lives 
apart from his wife, however, and 
spends nearly all his money on him- 
self. He has contributed to his fam- 
ily’s suport since Januarpy 1 just $1.75, 
and in the last six months his wife has 


received from him an average allow- : 


ance of only about $1 a month. 

Mrs. Stein has been receiving some 
assistance from the Associated Chari- 
ties. She was accompanied in court 
by one of her children, and a number 
of sympathizing women, who made no 
concealment of their indignation over 
Stein’s acquittal. 


GRAY GOT GAY. 


Didn’t Want to Accept Summons to 
Sit on a Jury. 

Officer Tom Rico, one of the most 
amiable of policemen, came very near 
losing his temper yesterday while sum- 
moning jurors for the trial of a case 
in Justice Owens’s court. Rico served 
a subpoenae on an elderly man whom 
he met on ‘the street, but who refused 
to accept it, and would not tell the 
officer his name and address. Rico 
would not be bluffed in this manner, 
so he invited the recalcitrant talesman 
to take a walk with him to the Police 
Station. After reaching the courtroom 
the stubborn man weakened and ac- 
cepted the summons. He gave his 
name and address as D. B. Gray, No. 
704 North Main street. Justice Owens 
delivered a little lecture to Mr. Gray, 
and he was allowed to depart in peace 
until the hour set for the trial in which 
he is wanted to serve as a juror.

Hyland 
flatly denies the charge, although two 
volunteer witmesses at Munn’s trial for 
intoxication testified that they saw Hy- 
land make the assault, which one of 
them describes as the most oold-blooded 
act he had ever witnessed.

The moisture will be highly 
acceptable to “farmers in Southern 
California, and with a few inches more 
later in the month should save a con- 
siderable proportion of the grain and

Some anxiety has been expressed 
in regard to the effect of the dry 
weather on the coming .- sugar-beet 
crop. It is understood that the Ala- 
mitos people have felt some anxiety 
on this score, but the rain of this week, 
if continued, should place the land in 
fair condition for seeding.

Oranges have been moving forward 
somewhat freely during the past 


; week, and prices have been fairly sat- 


isfactory. The following sales of fancy 
fruit were among those reported on 
Wednesday from New York by the 
Southern California Fruit Exchange: 
One carload of Duarte, average price, 
$2.45; one carload of Azusa, $2.50; one 
carload of Ontario, $2.45, and one car- 
load of Riverside, $2.60. 

The Los Angeles Fruit World, which 
specially represents the packers and 
shippers of oranges outside of the ex- 
change, in its issue of the 5th inst., 


‘took occasion to denounce as false a 


statement made in this column last 
week to the effect that the exchange 
bad heen realizing prices for fancy 
the week averaging 
about $1.50 f.o.b. Taking this as a 
text, the Fruit World tries to be satir- 
ical at the expense of The Times, and 
talks glibly of ‘unreliability of fig- 
ures” and “sich.” 

The Times has no disposition to en- 
ter into a wordy discussion with the 
organ of the commission men, nor is 
that necessary. In the Fruit World’s 
own columns, of the issue referred to, 
is ample proof of the correctness of 
the statement made by The Times. 
The World publishes statements of 
thirty-seven auction sales of fancy 
exchange navels, in New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh and Cleve- 
land, which show an average of $2.52 
per box. The freight. charge is 90 
cents, and the average auction charge 
on these sales a fraction under 10 
cents per box, making in round figures 
$1, an@ thus leaving an average f.o.b. 
price of $1.52. Therefore, the statement 
made by The Times that the exchange 
had been averaging “about $1.50 for 
fancy navels f.o.b.” was absolutely 
correct. The Fruit World would do 
well, another time to be sure it is right 
before it forges ahead quite so fast 
with charges of ‘unreliability’ and so 
forth, which do not. look well in a 
paper that is the acknowledged organ 
of men who are trying to break down 
the codperative system of marketing 


The claim made by the World that 


fancy navels have been selling readily 
outside of the exchange at $1.75 does 
not seem to be supported by a “spe- 
cially-confidential letter’ from Harmon 
K. Pratt of Redlands, dated February 
24, in which he offered to buy fancy 
Riverside navels at $1.55. 

It appears that estimates of the to- 
tal orange crop of Southern California 
this season will have to be somewhat 
raised. Up to date about» sixty-five 
hundred carloads of oranges have been 
shipped. It is estimated that there re- 
main about two thousand carloads of 
navels and three thousand carloads of 
seedlings on the trees. This would 
bring the total shipments for the sea- 
son to 11,500 carloads. Probably some 
of the seedlings will not be shipped, 
but the total is almost certain to reach 
11,000 carloads. Supposing that 2000 
carloads were damaged by frost, the 
total crop must have been 13,000 car- 
loads, or a thousand more than the 
average estimate. In this matter the 
Riverside Press As off its diminutive 
cabeza, as it is also touching the au- 
thorship of a recent article on this 
subject in The Times.

An Early Orange, 


DESCRIPTION was published in 
the Redlands Citrograph a few 
months ago of a new early orange, 
that originated on the place of iJ. H. 
Smith, in Redlands, Mr. Smith serds 
the Citrograph the following letter in 


. regard to this new orange, which he 


has named the Redlands Early. The 
orange is described as very sweet, in 
‘that respect bearing more resemblance 
to the Florida orange. It is not entirely 
seedless, one specimen having four 
seeds, one two, and others none. The 
oranges were thoroughly ripe and 
sweet in November. Mr. Smith will 
not allow any buds to go out until the 
trees have been fully tested and their 
permanent character proven: 

“In reply to your inquiry regarding 
the history of my early orange, I will 
say that in the spring of 1888 1 received 
two barrels of rotten Tahitioranges from 
San Francisco and at the same time 
received about seventy-five boxes of 
culls from the first packing-house of 
Redlands, which was originally Mr. 
Cook’s store at Lugonia. From whose 


ranches these cranges came I have no. 


means of knowing. From the two 
sources I ccllected sufficient seeds to 


’' raise 40,000 stocks. . When I removed 


them to nursery I found a single tree 


with a cluster of flowers on the top. I 


took. good care not to lose sight of it 
in nursery. When budding time came 
this tree was skipped by without bud. 
I think it was the only thornless tree 
among the 40,000. -When it was moved 
to the orchard it unfortunately was 
Placed in the poorest corner possible. 
This was in the spring of 1891. In N.>- 
vember of 189) it produced first ripe 
fruit. The habit of tree is strong and 
upright, producing leading shoots this 
last season five feet and upward. Foli- 


age dark green, with rather a sli 
leaf, resembling the Mediterrane 
Sweet. It has survived all tke. cold

is very sweet, with peculiar spicy fla- 
vor. I have failed even to. find a 
sweeter orange from Florida or Medit- 
erranean. I will not ask the public to 
buy trees; I have none to dispose of, 
and will not have until it is thoroughly 
demonstrated that its value is worthy 
of adoption.” 


Useful Experimental Work. 

HE TIMES has already called at- 

tention to the valuable work of the 

experiment section of thelocal Acad- 
emy of Sciences. The work of distribut- 
ing the disease of the San José scalc 
(Sphaerostilbe coccophila, Tul.,) men- 
tioned about two weeks ago, is going 
on in three of the southern counties. 

Dr. S. M. Woodbridge, the director. 
has also discovered a disease for the 
black scale, which he has been breed- 
ing for several months, and is now dis- 
tributing. Several orchards have been 
inspected in and about Pasadena 
which show that this disease is doing 
effective work. The success which is 
attending the work of the director in 
exterminating the black scale from cit- 
rus trees is so pronounced as to claim 
general attention. Dr. Woodbridge be- 
lieves that the experimental stage in 
the application of this remedy has been 
passed, and that the time js not 
distant when the black scale will be ef- 
fectually destroyed by matural means, 
as the white scale has been. The germs 
of the disease of the black scale are 
attached to the infested trees and the 
contagion spreads, carrying death to 
the pest, but without injury to the tree 
or its fruit. 

Following is an extract from the 
first semi-annual report of the director 
of the experiment section: 

“The result of thé six months’ work 
has been the issuance of five bulletins 
and one circular, which are as fol- 
lows: Bulletin No. 1, remedies for cut 
worms; No. 2, applying sprays hot; No. 
3, milk; No. 4, cleaning walnuts and 
other nuts; No. 5, agronomic value of 
bone meal and other phosphates. Cir- 
cular No. 1, the milk supply of Los An- 
geles. 

“In addition to the bulletins issued, 
there are in course of preparation and 
publication three, well in hand. 

“The section has also instituted a 
series of test plots in the different 
counties south of the Tehachepi, there- 
by hoping to get at the exact truth in 
regard to the matter of fertilization, 
and show how crops can be improved 
in quality and quantity at a minimum 
expense for plant foods. 

“It has distributed some two hun- 
dred colonies of rhizobids, sending 
numerous colonies to the same individ- 
uals on  succeedimg dates, hoping 
thereby to acclimatize and establish 
these valuable scale-destroying insects 
in different localities. 

“The matter of green manuring has. 
also been taken up systematically. 

“Knowing that a number of persons 
have invested quite largely in what is 
known as Pasteur virus. for the ex- 
termination of rodents ,the matter was 
thoroughly investigated and numerous 
bottles of the virus were obtained 
through the agent in Los Angeles or di- 
rect from the company in Chicago. The 
following points were settled to our 
satisfaction: First, that the virus was 
obtained in some instances with vi- 
tality, and in some instances with none. 
Second, that it was bred in the labora- 
tory, and both the virus that was re- 
ceived from Chicago and that which 
was bred in our laboratory was used 
with the following results: That when 
the rodents. were inoculated with a 
hypodermic syringe, death ensued. But 
where they were fed with the virus, 
death did not always ensue and that 
in numerous instances contagion did 
not take place. Our conclusions in 
regard to this matter are, therefore, 
that the virus, so far as squirrels and 
gophers are concerned, is no more valu- 
able than any other poison that can 
be obtained at a much cheaper price. 

“The matter of the preservation of 
fruit juice without antiseptics, especi- 
ally lemon and orange, is under in- 
vestigation, and so far with gratifying 
results. The bottling of these juices 
and making them an article of mer- 
chandise is of no mean importaace, and 
undoubtedly would be a means of bring- 
ing a fair price for a great many cull 
lemons and oranges. We hope in the 
near future to issue a bulletin upon 
the manufacture of the’ by-products 
that can be made from the citrus fruits, 
including citric acid and the oils of 
these fruits. 

“The subject of gum disease and root 
rot of orange and lemon trees is also 
under investigation. 

“In regard to the scale insect pests, 
it is thought by the director that ‘there 
is a disease of the red scale (Aspidiotts 
aurantii) which can be propagated and 
distributed and used as a means of 
exterminating the scale. The director 
has also discovered a disease of the 
black scale (Lecanium oleae.) This will 
be thoroughly tested as to efficiency for 
eradicating this pest.” .

CAUSES OF BUSINESS FAILURES, 
In course of an address delivered at 
a dinner given by the St. Paul Credit 
Men’s Association, William B. Dean 
of Nichols & Dean of that city, made 
the following reference to the classifi- 
cation of the causes of business fail- 
ures in the United States and Canada, 
published by one of the commercial 
agencies: 

“T find in this table that in the 
United States in the year 1893, and 
it runs pretty nearly the same from 


1893 to 1896, that 23 1-3 per cént. of 
the faiiures in business were from 
lack of capital. The next is 22 per 
cent. from commercial crises. This 
latter, to my mind, is vague and in- 
definite. The next is incompetency. 
That is very clear and distinct. 
“Although this table shows that 
more men fail from ‘lack of capital 
than any other one cause, 1 believe 
myself that the principal cause of* 
failure is incompetency. My expe- 


rience of nearly forty years in deal- 
ing with men is that the great ma- 
jority are honest; that they will pay 
their debts if they can, and I have 
proceeded upon this assumption. 
Therefore, I have always tried to as- 
certain, after informing myself as to 
the man's honesty, what his natural 
abilities are, not alone his financial 
ability. but also his ability to conduct 
a business. 

“The percentage of failures through 
incompetency as given in this table is 
16 per ‘cent., but I would add to that 


what is given “here under separate 
headings: Unwise credits.. 5 per cent. 
This, I think. is only incompetency. 


Next, neglect of business, which is also 
incompetency, 3 per cent. Undue com- 
petition {is nearly 2 per cent. I think 
all these should come under the head 
of incompetency. It follows, then, 
that as many men fail from incompe- 
tency as from lack of capital. 

“It may be interesting to know some 
of the other causes of failures. Inex- 
perience. as given iff this table, is 6 per 
cent. Of course, a man who is inex- 
perienced in business is véry likely to 
fail. Experience is something’ that 
neither honesty nor ability can sup-. 
ply. It comes only after a long period 
men in carrying on 
business. The next cause of failure 
is speculation. The business man 
who speculates, in the sense that we 
commonly understand it, in wheat or 
stocks, is one with whom we shculd 
have nothing to do. Finally, in order, 
fraudulent dis- 
position and disasters.” 


COMMERCTAL. 


AN ICE COMBINE. During the past 
two years there has been .demoraliza- 
tion in the ice business in Southern 
California. Iee in some cities was sold 
for less than the cost of manufacturing 
it, saying nothing about delivering and 
the shrinkage. It seemed for a time 
as if it were only a question of who 
had the most money to lose. In a pub- 
lished statement, the agent of one of 
the local ice companies announces that 
after thus fighting for two years, and 
two companies going to the wall and 
the rest losing thousands of dollars, it 
was finally, after considering the mat- 
ter for five months, decided to make 
a uniform price, so that they could 
live and let live. Two ice factories 
withdrew from the retail business and 
the National, Union and the Ice and 
Cold Storage companies, agreed on a 
reasonable uniform schedule rate, and 
will sell ice all over Southern Califor- 
nia at the same price. : 


REFILLING USED BOXES. The of- 
ficers of the Pajaro Valley Fruit Ex- 
change feel confident that empty boxes 
bearing their brand have been gath- 
ered up in San Francisco, loaded with 
poor quality fruit, and then sold at 
interior points. A case was discovered 
at Fresno, according to the Pajaronian, 
which pointed to such work, and in- 
vestigation showed that the fruit had 
been shipped by a firm which had not 
done any business with the exehange. 
The California Fruit Grower suggests 
that all fruit-packers should copyright 
and register their brands, and ‘then 
they could prosecute and punish all 
persons who infringed on their labels, 
or used the same with ¢ntent to de- 


celiv 


A NEW COMMISSION-HOUSE. A 
circular has been received from San 
Francisco, announcing the incorpora-

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


PETROLEUM IN TACOMA. It was 
recently announced in the dispatches 
that a strike of petroleum had been 
made in Tacoma. The Tacoma Ledver 
has the following particulars in regard 
to the discovery: 

“Tacomans may wake up any morn- 
ing now and find that they have an cil 
Wellin their back yards which will 
rival those of the far-famed fields of 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. It has not been 
known except to a favored few that a 
discovery of oil of first quality but of 
unknewn quantity was made in this 
city nearly three years ago, but. that is 


a fact. It has taken all that time to 
close up negotiations for the favored 
location where the oil was discovered 
and, to get capital sufficiently interested 
to make a practical test asto-the value 
of the find by sinking a well-7: 

“As the proposition now stands, there 
are two companies or separate organi- 
zations, each owning a portion of the 
supposed fields and each announces 
that borings will be made at once. 

“The location of the first find is om 
the tract of unplatted land just north 
of the Exposition building, which was, 
up to a few days ago, owned by. the 
Tacoma Land Company. The tract 
comprises twenty acres, and while n° 
conveyance has yet been filed at the 
Courthouse, it is stated on the best au- 
thority that title to the tract has but 
recently passed from the company to 
George W. Dickinson, formerly assist- 
ant general superintendent of .the 
Northern ‘Pacific Railway Company. 
The price paid was $4000 per acre. 

“While the original discovery w4s 
made on this tract, there is a large 
tract of land adjoining it which has 
been leased for the same purpose, to 
develop for oil, by the Washington Co- 
operative Mining Syndicate, of which 
George W. Fogg, Charles W. Thomp- 
son, James W. Close, L. J. Pentecost, 
Phoenix Babcock And many other well- 
known Tacomans are interested. It is 
stated by those interested that they 
have abundant capital back of their en- 
derprise to carry on their experimen‘¢s. 
It is not definitely known who are the 
gentlemen associated with Mr. Dickin- 
son. On the tract of land controlled 
by the mining company they have a 
lease running for fifty years, carrying 
especially miners’ rights of all descrip- 
tions. 

“Not all of the particulars are given 
out by the parties interested. It is 
stated, however, that the discovery was 
made purely by accident. The oil is 
not exuding from the surface of the 
ground, but is found in considerable 
quantities not far below and flows, 
mixed with water, to the water level, 
where jit accumulates. 

“Only holes a few feet in depth have 
as yet been dug, but experts have been 
taken over the ground amd exhaustive 
tests have been made as to the quality 
of the oil found. These tests have been 
satisfactory to a degree. The product 
compares favorably with the best grade 
of oil from the Pennsylvania wells and 
is what is Known as a_ paraffine oil, 
which is much higher in grade than the 
Sey petroleum, of the California 
elds.”’

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 10.—Today’s stock mar- 
ket showed a further contraction in the vol- 
ume of dealings and an apathetic tone to the 
trading, which indicated the prevailng dispo- 
sition to refrain from speculative activity un- 
til conditions become settled. There is con- 
tinued uneasiness regarding the Cuban situ- 
ation, which finds its reflection in the large 
offerings of securities on any substantial ad- 
vance. It is the evident belief also that the 


-pre sent conditions, so far as they are known 


do not warrant a further violent decline in 
prices, ‘There was a strenuous attempt in the 
early dealings to try to mark up prices, with 
the purpose of pinching smafl bear traders, 
and also for the purpose of realizing at the 
higher level. This maneuver, which proved 
so successful yesterday and Tuesday, brought 
such abundant offerings that it was soon 


| abandoned, and the bears retained control of 


the field for the rest of the day. A small 
amount of arbitrage buying for London ac- 
count aided in the early resistance to the 
decline, and the strength of special stocks to 
the same end. The unsettled and uneasy tone 
on foreign exchanges, especially the weakness 
of Spanish fours in London and Paris, helped. 
materially to defeat the efforts to advance 
prices. The continued influx of gold tailed to 
have any effcct in sustaining the market. 
Neither did it save the foreign exchange mar- 
ket from falling an additional fraction. There 
was a perceptibly easier tone in the rates for 
call money, and loans at the close were made 
at 1% per cent. Lenders are still loath to 
make time loans. A large part of today’s 
selling was attributed to Washington. Tcday’s 
net declines are about a point over all through 
the list, and effectually wipe out the disturb- 
ance of yesterday, and the day before. Londs 
were weak throughout the day in sympathy 
with stocks, the speculative issues leading 
the decline. Total sales were $1,665,000. United

Bold and Unsuccesstfal Attempt to 


Break Jaite* 

-RIVERSIDE, March 10.—[{Regular Corre- 
Spondence.] A bold attempt at breaking jail 
was cleverly frustrated this afternoon by 
Marshal Wilson and his deputies. 

The City Jail is located in the basement 
of the Loring Block. It also serves as a har- 
bor of refuge for county-prisoners. The apart- 
ment is:a large one, and the rear, or east, 
end of it is gloomy. For several days past 
the actions of two of the prisoners have 


aroused suspicions, and they have been kept: 


under close watch. 

Investigation on the part of the officials de- 
velened the fact that a hole was being dug 
through the brick wall that separates the jail 
from an open space below the operahouse. 
The hole was located and a gimlet was bored 
through the floor of the operahouse with such 
mathematical precision that by peering 
through the hole the actions of the proposed 
escapes could be noted, Some member of the 
police force has since’ been constantly on 
guard in the auditorium of the operahouse, 
and the pounding out of the bricks has been 
carefully observed. 


Shortly after 2 o’clock this afternoon the re- 


maining bricks were forced from their place, 


and a light shone through the aperture thus 


made, which was observed by the watch 
above. Marshal Wilson was notified, and 
peering through the gimlet hole he saw a 
man’s head thrust through the aperture in the 
wall below. 

The signal was given, and several deputies 
were placed behind the curtains of the west 
box of the theater. Marshal Wilson stationed 
himself behind a row of seats on the east 
side. A trapdoor had been left conveniently 
open, and through this the head of Convict 
Patrick Tierney soon after emerged. 

Tierney rounded the orchestra space, and as 
he was about to climb into the east box Mar- 
shal Wilson arose and with gun in hand 
called upon him to halt. Tierney surrendered. 
Meanwhile the men following him ducked 
back into the hole. Officer Baird dropped in 
after them and fired off his 44-caliber gun 
several times, but the bullets did riot take 
effect. 

The other would-be escapes cried out ‘‘mur- 
der,” and were finally rounded up in. the jail 
They were a fellow named Thorn- 
ton, sent from Indio for six months for in- 


‘decent exposure, and Carson, under a thirty- 


five days’ sentence for petty larceny. Tier- 
ney, the leader of the gang, is awaiting trial 
in the Superior Court on the charge of rob-

PILFERING CLERKS. 


Allen and Foster Plead Guilty of 
Petty Larceny. 
In Justice Morrison’s court, yester- 
day, H. C. Foster and C. M. Allen 
pleaded guilty to the charge of petty 
larceny. They are the young men, 
who, while acting as clerks for Yerxa, 
the grocer, carried off a lot of goods 
which they secreted in a room occu- 
pied by themselves and a young man 
named Stewart, a former. employé of 
Yerxa, who was also arrested, but no 
complaint was filed against him. 
Although Stewart appeared to be 
implicated in the pilfering, he lent 
such assistance to the detectivas work- 
ing on the case that they were dis- 
posed to deal leniently with him.

Allen, while testifying in his own 
behalf, was very bitter against Stew- 
art, whom he termed an ingrate and 
a traitor. He freely admitted his 
own guilt, but said the others were 
equally guilty. 

“This is the first stain on my name,” 
said Allen, ‘‘and I only got into this 
trouble because I was forced to it by 
poverty. I took Stewart up because 
he was broke and I wanted to help 
him along. Foster and I fed and shel- 
tered him,, when he hadn’t a cent. We 
were each to pay $2 a month for the 
room where we stored the plunder, 
but Foster and I paid his share. 
When Foster got out on bail they 
told me that they would see that I 
got a lawyer, but none ever came. It 
locks to me as though Stewart, Foster 
and ths detectives were all amalga- 
mated against me to throw the whole 
blame on me, because I am a stranger 
here and have no money or friends 
to help me.” 

Notwithstanding Allen’s complaint the 
general belief is that he was the leader 
of the gang. Foster is guilty, accord- 
ing to his own confession, and there 
are those who do not believe’ that 
Stewart is altogether innocent, al- 
though he did not perhaps actually 
steal or help to steal, any of the goods. 

Sentence will be passed on Foster 
and Allen today.

VENTURA COUNTY. 


Municipal Electric Light Plant 
Movement Assuming Shape. 
VENTURA, March 10. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Att special meeting of the Town 
Board of Trustees last night definite action 
was taken regarding the ‘immediate erection 
of an arc and incandescent electric-light plant. 
The proposed plant, it is thought, will cost 
the town about $20,000; this amount to be 
raised by the issuance of a series of forty- 
year bonds. After two hours’ open discussion 
the board went into executive session, when 
the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 


“Resolved, that it is the sense of this board 
that at an early date the question of issuing 
bonds for the purpose of raising money for 
the construction of an electric-light plant 
shculd be submitted to the people, and that 
it is our purpose to submit such question as 
soon as plans and estimates of the plant can 
be furnished, so that we may know the cost 
thereof,’”’ 

The members of the board unanimously 
favor the immediate erection of a municipal 
electric-light plant, and they are.now working 
to vg, te as rapidly as they can, with cau- 
tion. rustees Bagley and Sudden have pub- 
licly stated that they are in iavor of munici- 
pal ownership. Trustees Collins, Sudden and 
Lewis will also ‘vote for the calling of an 
election for the issuance of- the bonds. A 
meeting of the board will be held Monday 
night, March 14, when some competent elec- 
trical engineer will be engaged to make esti- 
mates, plans and specifications for an electric 
light plant, To date but two engineers have 
offered their services to the board, Messrs E. 
C. Sharpe and Lincoln Missley, both of Los 
Angeles. Sharpe wants $100 to make the 
estimates, and if so engaged he is to superin- 
tend the construction of the plant, receiving 
for such service 10 per cent .of the cost of 
the plant. This amount the board considers 
Missley offers to perform the same 
services for less money. The board is now in- 
vestigating, and will also probably receive 
proposals from other engineers. 

It is generally conceded that the election 
on the bond issue will be but a formality, 
as the proposition will carry by a large ma- 
jority. Within six months the town of Ven- 
tura will undoubtedly be lighted by a plant 
owned and run by the town. 

RAILROAD CELEBRATION. 

Great preparations are now being made for 
the big jubilee celebration in honor of the 
building of the Ventura and Ojai Valley Rail- 
road from Ventura to Nordhoff, a distance of 
fifteen miles. The celebration will be in the 
manner of a basket picnic. 

Three special trains will convey the guests 
from this city. The first will leave imme- 
diately after the arrival of the Southern Pa- 
cific train from Santa Barbara, at 9:25 a.m. 
The second will leave at 11:25 a.m., and the 
third at 7:49 p.m.. The trains leave Nord- 
heff at 8.10 a.m.; 19;25 a.m. and ‘at 12 mid- 
night, after a ball which will be given. 

A large number of specially-invited guests 
from Los Angeles and Santa Barbara will be 
present. It is understood that members cf 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, Board 
of Trade, county officials and special press 
representatives will visit Nordhoff, many for 
the first time, and over a modern railway.

CITRUS FRUITS. 


JOINT MEETING TO DISCUSS RE- 
DUCTION OF FREIGHT RATES. 


grand jury will meet 
its business

Committee Appointed to Wait on 
Transportation Companies and 
Secure the Lowest Rate Possible 
on Citrus Fruit. 


A joint meeting was held in the as- 
sembly-room of the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday afternoon, composed 
of delegates from the various chamn- 
bers of commerce, and fruit-growers, 
packers and shippers of Southern 
California. 

The object of the meeting was to dis- 
cuss the advisability of requesting the 
railroads ‘to reduce the freight rates 
on citrus fruits. 

General Forman. president of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, 
called the meeting to order, - and 
briefiy stated what it was desired to 
accomplish. 

E. W. Holmes of Riverside was then 
made permanent chairman, and }. H. 
Young secretary. 

Mr. Young reviewed the citian-fruit 
industry of Southern California. He 
Said that a few years ago navel or- 
anges were bringing as high is $6 a 
box; that now the price is down to 
little more than a third that amount. 
At that time the ‘freight rate per 
hundred was about $1.45, now it is 
$1.25. The reduction, he said, was not 
sufficient. Today navel oranges, de- 
livered at the packing-house, bring 
from 75 cents to $1 a box, and the 
market report further shows that the 
grower gets but 12 cents a box for 
seedlings delivered at the same yoint. 
The probabilities are, this latter price 
will be still furthre reduced. At such 
prices for fruit, with a freight rate 
of $1.25 per hundred pounds, there is 
practically nothing left for the grower. 
Mr. Young further stated that just 
now there are more orchards being 
dug up or abandoned than there are 
new ones set out; that there are about 
three thousand carloads of citrus fruit 
in this section that will not be moved 
unless the railroads come to the as- 
sistance of the growers, by making a 
reasonable reduction in freight rates; 
that while the growers will lose an 
enormous amount of money, the rail- 
roads will fail to receive a half-million 
of dollars for freight that they would 
get were they to carry fruit at some 
equitable rate. 

N. W. Blanchard of Santa Paula dis- 
with Mr. Young's statement 
that there were more orchards ble- 
ing dug up and abandoned than are 
being set out. However, he said, 


to be a reduction in freight rates on 
citrus fruits. If the railroads do not 
come to the rescue now, he asked, so 
that the present production can be 
marketed at a profit, how much werse 
will it be when the output has in- 
creased from 25 to 50 per cent? 

A. P. Griffith of Azusa was of the 
firm opinion that there ought to be 
a reduction of freight rates on citrus 
fruits. He said he believed the gcrow- 
ers would get more money for their 
fruits if they were to destroy their or- 
chards of seedlings and Mediter- 
ranean sweets, rather than grow them 
for the price now paid per box. He 
further said he believed if the question 
were properly presented to the rail- 
roads, they would readily see where 
they are now losing a considerable 
revenue which they would otherwise 
receive, if they made a reasonable re- 
duction in rates. He assured his 
hearers that it was no sinecure’ to 
raise navel oranges, one cannot merely 


| plant the tree, and let it go with a 


blessing. It cost lots of dollars, brains 
and hard work to produce marketable 
fruit; therefore, the grower should re- 
ceive adequate remuneration. The 
grower must have more money for 
0 fruit, or else raise a poorer qual- 
ty 

Abbot Kinney announced that the 
State Board of Horticulture would 
meet in this city April ll and 12. He 
said he was one of a committee that 
would attend that meeting, and asked 
o! 
those present to represent the present 
meeting, on that occasion: The mat- 
ter was taken under advisement. 

Dr. W. B. Wall of Tustin, expressed 
himself as desiring a reduction 
freight rates, as did also A. W. King 
of San Diego county. Mr. King said

very small share; that he will. be sat- 
isfied with a meager portion, and is 
more than willing for *the railroad 
companies to have the lion’s share, 
but unless the grower has a little 
something for his trouble, he cannot

Mr. Pack- 
ard objected to a blanket rate. He 
said it would fill the eastern market 
with inferior fruit. 

Mr. Cowan of the firm of Villary, 
Mitchell & Co., fruit-buyers of New 
York, said he thought it would be a 
good plan for the growers of Southern 
California to accept any reduction the 
railroads might see fit to make, and 
not stand out for any specified rate. 
He said at present California Rad the 
advantage of 2 cents a box on lemons 
and Mediterranean sweets over import- 
ers; that it would be wise for growers 
to take half a loaf rather than no loaf, 
and to get their lemons into the eastern 
market, where they could be tested and 
a demand created for them. 

A committee of seven was finally ap- 
pointed to draft a resolution setting 
forth the sense of the meeting, and to
